But, air, 
uoatinned siEence on our, port woald be nroDg 
in tbe airouioatances that aiirronild us. .Among 
nil the speeches with which we have been fa- 
Fored through onr protraoteil session, not one 
word has been ottered in behalf of the small- 
party that signed their naiaes to the hnted "De ' 
jlaratlon and Testimony." From nearly every 
juarter we have listened to tbe sternest denua^ 
;iatioua uttered acainst thnt now lamons pro- 
«st, and it seemed impossible tor anyone to 
>btain a heai'iug la the Assetably without wasb- 
ng his hands of all compUcity In theeailt of 
iiose who ilared to publlstt it to the world. Some 
lavo boldly ayowed their sympathy with the 
irinciples there aet forth, but even these have 



__ ponsihlefor Its appoarauoe. 

First, we bad the fierce onset of the gentle- 
man from Ohio, (Dr. Tbooias,) who borrowed, 
hij glowing imagery from tlie most terrifle 

iudgiTionts of God, in order to e'i:pi'esa his ab- 
Lorreoee of our crime in sending forth a doon- 
ment which has fallen iilie a lirebrand ia this 
house. Iq the beat of bis pasaioQ he likened us 
to the gnilty inhabitants of Sodom and Go- 
morrah, ooBsamed by flamiug brimstone, and 
then to Ananias and Sapphira, snddculy smit^. 
tea by tbe unseen hand of the angry Jehovah, 
and at last iavobed tbe red-hot thunderbolts of 
hell to fall upon oar demoted heads. 

The gentleman from Kentnaky (Dr, Humphrey) 
followed with an ataeudmeut to the moliou or 
the Chairman, and accompanied the amendment 
with a speech, in which he used, if possible, 
still harsher and more cruel terms than tUose 
employed by tbe gentleman from Ohio. He de- 
clared in the presence of tbia veRerable Assem- 
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bly, and in tlm ptesenea of God, t.hat he liad 
jiftvpr known ths KtceeilinB: riehnpss a1 fiin 
EngliBh iRoguage in vituperation until ha read 
Ihe "Declaration and Testimony," He pre- 
fendpa to Bee metapLora, 'brirQing metaiitiors, 
(lanciDg throneh it? pnaes to tbe tone of Dixie, 
flud ooutdnotfind worfls to codvotMb riKhteons 
infllanft.tion agaitiBt Ihe rebels and traitors who, 
aeoordlng to his esoited Imj^i nation, are 
prondly defying the a-uthotity of the Church 
and despiBlne her sacred inatitnt'oas. 

So the (entleman from Washington City (Dr. 
Gnrlej) In preaetittng a second amendment, or 
rather, a Buhatitute for tbe original mo'ion, pro- 
nounced DB Blanderers, wortby of oondlftn pnn- 
iahment, and solemnly avowed tia purnoee to 
Inave Ms beloved Cbarch unlemthe punishment 
should be speedily inflicted. He could notoom- 
mnnewiihsucb sinners, and would be ooJnpellBd 
to seek an ecclesiastical home elsewhere if 
tblB bnied Declaration and Testimony party 
were allowed to remain among the saints. 

Even the brother from Philadelphia (Dr. 
Bo«rdrann), whom I have long revered for bis 
high Christian character, and whom I have learn- 
ed to lovefor bis noble Cbriatian heart, took 00- 
oaaion to express bis disapproval of our course, 
and to say in the paper whicbheread tbat we 
deserved censure for earryinic our Bonnd and 
invulneraWe principles to extremes. And final- 
jy. my brother from Brooklyn, whom I also love 
■ forbismaoly defense of the truth, was uoaljle to 
sayanvthing for the document whiob has stirred 
tbiB wild commotion, because be had not signed 
it, and eeuld not be answerable forita language. 
Thus, sir, we stand alone in this great assem- 
blage, and hence my position this evening is oae 
of immense disadvantage, Still, bb I did not 
come here taatrugKle for victory, but only to 
contend earnestly for tie frith once delivered 
to tSe Bainta, and to battle for tSe truth as it is 
in Jesus, T shall proceed with firmness, and I 
tmst wilb respect for this bigh court, to expreBS 
the views entertained by those who have been 
haled io your bar. The opprobiona epithets 
which bave been heaped upon ns without stint 
will not be returned upon their authors, but ualil 
you can show ns by an appeal to tbe Holy Scrip- 
tures and to the Constitution of the Church that 
we are in the wrong, we must stand where we 
are, undaunted by threats and violence. Let 
gentlemen cease from their wholesaIe_ abuse and^ 
prove that we are in error; or, sir, we will 
maintain our position unmoved, so help ns 
God. Amen. TGreat applause in the galleries, 
which Dr. Brookes promptly checked ; b^gine 
those preseat to abstain from all sach demon- 
Etratioos, and to remember that they were in 
the house of God. With this remark the Mod- 
erator concurred, asking the excited crowd to 
repress their feelings. 

Mr. Moilerator: It has besnasserted again and 
again on the Soor of thishouse that tbe Declar- 
ation and Testimony pai'ty are laboring in the 
intere.at of secftsaion, and are trying to vitalize 
ihe dead body of slavery. If this lie true— if 
this is our motive and aim, we richly merit the 
severe punishment which it is the manifest pur- 
pose of the majority to inftiot upon ns. Nay. I 
cheerfaliy adroitthat we are utterly incompe- 
tent, nnfit and disqualifled in every respect 
to Bit In a Court of Je™s Christ, or even to ex- 
ercise the humblest functions of the Gospel min- 
istry. But let me ask, are gentlemea sure that 
we are respoDsible for the agitation of these 
subjects in the Church f Did webegiu iiie con- 



flict which has raged in the Assembly for two 
weeks, and which threateuB to end in complete 

■separation! Sir, we had supposed that seees- 
Bicn wna eisdeil by the war. We had supposed 
that nbivery was done away witb by the war, 
and what evidence have you that we refuaeJ. to 
aoqatesoe in the a'ern decisions of the sword! 
What evidence is i;here that wa were so dissat- 
iafled with the result of the dreadful contest, that 
we were determined to try tbe issue again even 
at the expense of rehdiog oar Churoh asunder ! 
Kone, none whatever. Do you desire to know 
who dr^ged these questions from tbe dead past 
to agitate our people with useless contentions? 
Do you desireto learn whohns thrown secession

We hive Bcted entirely on the defensive, and 
have only striven to bring back our betovet 
Churoh to her forsaken atandards and to equip 
her for her glorious mission of saving souls. 

It only remains, therefore, to discuss three 
propositions which I now submit to the candid 
consideration of this venerable court : 

1st. Was iJiere BufBcient ground for the pro- 
test which the Louisville Preabycory and others 
have made in IJie ''Declaration and Testimony" 
against the proceedings of the Assembly during 
tbe past five years! 

aa. Had we the right to protest! And 

8d. Was the protest made in a spirit andform 
jnatlfled by the exigencies of the case, and by 
the pei'ilons condition of tbe Churoh ! 

If these three questions eaii be answered in 
the affirmative, then, sir, we expect an honorable 
acquittal at your bar, instead of condemnation. 
Hay, we demand, as we deserve, not your cen- 
sure, but your grateful plaudit, "Weil done, 
good and f^thfulservants." 

To investigate the first of these questions in- 
tolligently let us consider the action taken by 
the General Assembly In 1861, which was, to the 
action of ISBS, but like the cooiug of a dove 
compared with the angry screams ofnvuUurei 
or lest this may seem disrespectful to the body, 
I will say it was the faint and feeble moaning 
of the gathei'ing storm compared with the roar 
and rage of tbe tempest, sweeping with resist- 
less faryovertbofair heritage we received from 
our fathers. Todetermine whether we had eu£- 
cient ground of protest against this first and fa- 
tal aoUon of 1861, which required the Presbyte- 
rian Ohnrdi of the whoieooontrytonphold and 
perpetuate the Qovarnment at Washington city, 
1 willolto afhv witnesses whose high standing 
will not be questioned by any here. 

.The first of these witnesses is Eev. Chas. 
Hodge, D.D., of Princeton, New Jersey, the trno 
Nestor of the Presbyterian Church, whose repu- 
tation, extending far beyond the Atlantic, has 
gained him a host of adinii'ei'S wherever learn- 
ing can be respected or piety revered. Dr. 
Hodge, speaking of the action of '61, in his own 
behalf and in behalf of about sixty other mem- 
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bers of that ABBsmbly, puWisbed to tbe world 
iliB foil owing judgment; " It ijronoancea or as- 
Kumes a particular interpretation of the Consti- 
tution. TliiB ia a matter clearly beyond the 
j iiriEdietlon of the Asseaiiily. * * * i 
ITie General ABsembly, ia thus deoHina; a polit- 
ical question, and in mnhing that decision prao- 
tieally a condition of membeTBhlp to the Church, 
hae.in our judj^ment. violated the Const! tatlon 
of the Church, and uBni'ped the prerogative of 
its divine Master." 

Mark it, aod ponder it well, fathers and breth- 
ren, the highest aulihority, in EomQ reapecta, in 
our comTaunion affirms that the AsEembly vio- 
lated the Cons titntion of the Church and usurped 
the prerogative of its Dirina Master. Think you 
the Declaration and Testimony men had a Huf- 
fieient ground of protest! But, agaia, Dr. Hodge 
goes on tu aay, "We protest, heeaase wg regard 
the action of the Assembly as unjust and oniil in 
its bearing on our Southero brethren." Unjust 
and cruel ) Why thia sounds oa if It might be 
found in our Doolaration and Teatimony. Can 
you discover there any atron^er language — any 
rnore disreapeotful terras! And flna! ly," says 
Dr. Hodge, "we protest because we believe the 
aflt of tne Assembly will not only diminish the 
j'esnoteea of the Church, but greatly wealien its 
power fov (rood, and expose it to the danger of 
being carried away more and tnore from itatrue 
principles by a worldly or fanatioa! apirlt." 
Ah, Ml-. MoiJerator, if that venerable man of 
God had po«8eB8ed prophetic viaion he oould not 
have foretold with move unerring accuracy the 
certain results of the esBemhlr'Bflrat departure 
from the established principles of our Church 
government. 

' 'ITie nestwitneaSBsIwiahlo cite In a body to 
testify whether the Declaration party had sufB- 
clent cause to protest, are Sev. E. .1. Breckin- 
ridge, D. D.; Eflv. W. C. Matthews, D, D., and 
Eev. E. W. LandiB, D. D., all thoroughly loyal 
men. ThesegeptlemenintrodBced a paper into 
tne Synod of Eentaoky, in the fall of 'Bl, which 
affirms: "In the judgment of a large minority 
of the Assembly, and of maltitudea in the 
Church, the subject matter of the action of the 
Asaambly in the premises, being purely political, 
was incompeteut to a Bpiritunl court, TTn- 
doabtedlT it was ineompatent to the Assembly, 
as a spiritual court, to require or to advise aots 
of disobedience to actual governments, in the 
manner and under the circumstances which 
existed; aud still further, it was neitherwise 
nor discreet for the Assembly of the whole 
Church to dlsrefl:Brd,in its action, the difficulties 
anddangera which rendered it impossible for 
large portions of the Church to obey Its order 
wiOiont being liable to the highest penalties. The 
action of the Asaembly being exhausted by the 
ocourreDce of the day of prayer recommended, 
and no ulterior nrooeadings under the order of 
the Assembly being contemplated, this Synod 
contents itself with thia expression of Its grave 
disapprobation of the action of the GeneraE As- 
sembly." But tbe teatiaiony of these loyal gen- 
tlemen, emphatic as it Is, was not strong enough 
to satisfy Kev. E. P. Humphrey, D. D., who 
stepped forward and offered the following 
amendment, which was unanimously adopted: 
"Which (iiction of the Assembly) the Syuifa- 
judges to be repugnant to the word of Qod, as 
ihai word is iuterpreted in our Confusion of 
Faith." Mr. Moderator, my surprise is almost 
unutterable when I compare this atroug laa- 
goage with the hoast of the " " " " "^

Whatl Talk 
about the amazing vituperation to be found in 
the Declaration aud Testimony, and watcb the 
dance of metaphors along its pagos tothetuoe 
of Dixie, when he himself pronounces the act 
of the Assembly unscriptural and unconstitu- 
tional ! It is vain, sir, to reply that he and the 
other loyul geDtlemen wbovoted for this amend- 
ment did not relase to obey the Assembly. I 
will not insult them by evan hinting at the pos- 
sibility of their obedience to that which they 
loudlj proclaimto be repugnant to the word of 
God, and therefore we And them occupying pre- 
cisely the ground on which the Declaration and 
"Testimony men so firmly stand. 

Bun I mast proceed to notice briefly the acts 
and deliverances of aubsequent Assemblies, t« 
see whether we had snlBcient reaaou for issuing 
our solemn protest. It would be nuRracIoua lu 
me to weary your patience by noticing minutely 
the action of '62, which was cartniuly taken 
without the slightest authority either from Ihe 
word of God or from the constitution of the 
Church; or by exainlninff at length the action of 
'83, which exhibited the freaay of that state of 
Blind which led a venerable court of Jesus 
Chriat to occupy two or three days indiacuasing 
the question whether a flag should be raised 
above the building in which the Assembly con- 
vened. I hasten on to consider the action of 'Si 
touching slavery, affirming it Co be an "evil" and 
"giillt"and''sin,""the root of rebellion, and 
bloodshed, and a long list of horrors," and in 
short adoptlag in effect the familiar s^ing of 
the old abolitionists that it is "the sum of all 
villaniea." And so, sir, on the floor of this As- 
sembly have we heard again and a?ain that 
slaveholding ia sinful, but not oueword of proof 
has been alleged either here or by tha Assembly 
oflSEltomake goodthis confident assertion. 
"SInis the transOTessiouof the law of God;" but 
. it is a remarkable fact that an ecclesiastical 
1 conncit, asspjnbleJin the name and by the au^ 
\thority of Jesus Christ, adopted a long paper on 
the suiiiect of slavery without even referring to 
ktie Bible, according to my recollection. They 
iaid it is sinful, but did not sAoio It by appealin' 
to the law, which ia the onl^ standard ot 
righteousness. To form an opinion concerning 
the sinfuiness of an act or relation I want a 
higher authority than man's prejudices and 
IKissiona; I want the authority of God's holy 
word; and no Assembly bas the right to bind 
the conscience or to demand obedience without 
thia authority. 
Especially does such a right entirely dlsap- 

Searwhenwe find the actions ot 18G4 to be in 
ireot and elaring conBiet with tha action of 
1S45. The former was paaaed at a time of tre- 
mendous excitement— in the midst of a bloody 
war — under the sway of an extravagant loyalty, 
andaaeraed to beau expreasio n of the wild de- 
lirium which prevailed throughout the nation, 
while the latter was passed after mature delib- 
eration, and was precisely the one act which 
expressed the calm and settled conviction ot 
\tbe Assembly in its best days in relation to this 
ivexed and vexing question. Let us see what 
that Assembly said, when entirely free from the 
' outrol of passion and from the pressure of 
ublic sentiment. I read, sir, from the Digest; 
"Tha Churoh of Christ is a spiritual body, 
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whose j II riBdiction estendatoihe relig f tb 
H.nd mornl conduct of her members, h 
not leaislaf.e where Chrifit }iaa not leg t t a 
Dor make terms of membersliip which t. baa 
not marie.

'I"hat slaYery ««i3te3 in the dnjs of Cbriat and 
his Apostles U an admitted fact. Tbat the? 
itid nut denounce the relation itself as slnfoJ, 
33 inoonslstflnt mib Ciiristianitv ; that slave- 
holders wore ailniitted to membereMp in tbe 
Churches orgnuized by the Apostles; that whilst 
they were regnired to treat tlieir slaves wUb 
kinilneaa, and as rational, accountable, Immor- 
tul beluga, and it Christians, as brethren in the 
Lord, they were not ooramanded to emancipate 
them; thatKlaTes were required to be "obedi- 
eDt to tlieir msstei-s aoeording to the flesh, with 
fear and trembling, with ainglpQ^s of heart as 
to Christ," arefaotswhioh meet the eye of every 
reader of the Kew Testament. This Assembly 
cauEot, fherefure, denonnoe the holdlna of 
Blares as necesuarily aheinona and scandalous 
sin, caicnlaled to bring upon, the Church the 
cui'se of God, without charging the ApoatJea of 
Ghriet with conniTing at Bin, iatroducing into 
the Cliurch sinnrtrs, and thus bringing upon 
them the curse of the Airaighty.

Here, sir, we have a position carefully taten 
and tboroi«rhlyfortifled by the word of God, 
and yet in the face of tills deliberate testimony 
we are required to believe alavery an "evil" and 
"guilt" aad "sin," and the fraitftil source ofre- 
bellion, bloodshed and all manaer of crimes. 
Mr. Moderator, I cannnt and will not so believe. 
J care not tor slavery, but I do care for the au- 
thority of tbe saored Scriptures, and nccordiug 
to the light I now have, the action of 1364 was 
contrary lo these Soriptarca, and tended direct- 
ly to infidelity, " The grEiss withereth, and the 
flowera thereof falleth away, but the word of 
the Lord endureth forever," and it endnreth un- 
changed and unchangeable amid the rudest cod- 
llictB of earth, j'o die divine authority 
of that word we mnst all bow with 
implicit snbniiaaioii; and alace intheopinion 
of the declaratiju and testimony men there was 
a direct conflict between the acuion ot '6i and 
tha plain Siatementa of the Bible— nay, between 
the hot and hssty action of '61 and the calm and 
cj>ileiiiea judEmeat expressed in ■15— we feel 
ihnt tliere was abundant ground for an earnest 
and vlgorona protest if we wonld save the 
Ciinrob from a stilt more grievous departure 
from the fiith. Why, then, should we he ar- 
raigiii^d atUie bur of this high court as the 
chief oCsinuera, when it is apparent on the vary 
fuceofthe testimonyl havejnat adduced that 
we could not adopt both actions of the Assem- 
bly without beinff guilty of gross absurdity and

B t Mr. ModeraTOr.whenwenometocousider 
th p jceedingfl of the Assembly whieh con- 
vened in Jittshurg in 1396, the reaaon for pro- 
test becomes manifold nod imperative, 'that 
Assembly, aa we have heard on the floor of this 
house, simply reduced to praecJce 'he princi- 
plea and doctrines affirmed through the preced- 
ing four years, and, conecgnently. a great atrug- 
gle must ensue, or the liberty of God's children 
and the crown righta of Jesus Christ aa King In 
ZioK must be tnmely and basely Hurrendei'eij. 

Whv, sir, we find an Booleals^tical body en- 
joined by their own ecclesisstioa! constitution 
"to han-'leor con cluda nothing but that whi<* 
in ecclesinstical, and not to intorfere with clvi! 
affairs which concern the commonwealth,'' 
gravely pronouncing agalnat ihe erroneous in- 
terpretations of the doctrine of State rights," 
thanking God that therebellion was suppressed 
without ihe National honor being tirulshed by 
dteds of outrage and cruelty," directing the 
Board of Domestic Uissioris to employ none to 
preach the Gospel unless "they are in cordial 
sympathy with the various deliverances of the 
General Assembly in tbe United States of Amer- 
ica, fouohing doctrine, loyal^ aod freedom," 
and requiring all Synods, Presbyteries and 
Church sessious to examine everybody coming 
from Ihe South; " whether he Eias in any way di- 
rectly or indirectly, of his own i*ee will and 
oonsentor withcn t eTifernal conatrtunt. been con- 
cerned at any time m aiding or countenancing 
ih« rebellion and the war which has been waged. 
Bsainst tbe United States:" and "whether heoe- 
lieves slaveiT to be a divme institution which 
it is the mission of the Southern Church to con- 
serve and perpetuate." If it be found by his 
own confession or by anISolent evidence that he 
has inttny way voluntarily aided therebellion, 
or thiit he believes iu slaTery,everyBnohperEon 
is required to repent and foresake these sins, on 
pain ofexclusioii from Hie Church and fromfel- 
lowship wili Lis bretheru in the courts of the 
Lorcl'a house. 

■Whether this action fumSshea a sufficient rea- 
son for protea6,let every man judge. 1 have yet 
to hear of the first minister or elder who has 
obeyed these orders and enforced these injunc- 
tions. But, on the other hand, several brethren 

and without hesitation declared they wouidnot 
give heed to the voice of the Assembly touching 
the requirements just mentioned, Bo the De- 
claration aud Testimony men h ive declared 
both privately and pubJiuly,and this is the head 
andfrout of our offending. We have proclaimed 
openly and alKive-board, on ihe honse-topa, 
what others all over the land have said in the 
ear and in the closet, and for this we ai e ar- 
raigned, and are about to he cut off ^oia the 
Church of our choice and of onr fathers. Weil, 
be it BO. But those who apply the knife of ex- 
cision must testify in the very act of punishment 
that we had good reJSoa to complain of pro- 
ceedings which they themselves set at 
nai^ht. Especially did the cause of complaint 
become urgent and inexorable in its demands 
upon the attention of those who lived In Mis- 
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sourl. Oneofour ministers, well known to 
iiia]iy of ns as R laboriou B anil faUhfnl Pl'eacher 
oflJie iJospel, spelled te th« Boiird of Mis- 
eIoqs to lui'QJsb bim peenniarj' aid iu tbe work 
of saviDg Boule. in due time lie received a, re- 
ply from the Secretary of the BoarQ in thefoi- 
lowlLg wiiriia : 

DEinSiK; The General Agsemblj La¥o en- 
joiaed the Board to eommiseion no one except 
of loyal snbmiaBioa to the Government, and to 
the deliverances of the Church on the Buhject of 
slavery.

I have seen, sir, a copy of tbe answer to this as- 
toan<llQKCommunicafioD,whiBh the worthy bro- 
ther of whom I have spoken forwarded to the Sec- 
retary, and in that answer he solemnly fleclares 
that ha is and always has been a loyal man. He 
preached constantly doriogthewaritt a part of 
the State where suspioioa was almost certain 
death, tmd though omcersandsoldierB frequent- 
ly attended his iniiii9try,he suffered nodistnrb- 
unoe at their liacds.

What, Mr. Moderator, was l<» be done under 
these ciroumstanoea ! *■ e vrere either to place 
oncselvea in an attif uiJe of resiatABce to the in- 
junctions of theAsBembly, or to see brethren 
whom we know and loved crushed by the oper- 
ations of an order that seemed to as most ci-uel 
and unrighteous. Heave itto every gen ero as 
heart to deteiraine what was the paib of honor 
and the path of duty. TheDeoiaration and Tes- 
timony party disobeyed, and hence we are here 
to answer for onr sin ; but here on grounds that 
justify our emphatic protest in the Bight of God 
andaiigeis andisien. 

I need not occupy yonr time in a discussion 
of the second inquiiT concerning our right to 
protest, for every rresbyterian iu the world 
riicogBlzesthe right, andeoioys this right when 
he sees fit to employ it in the expreasiou of his 
vlew8,or in the protection of bis sacred priv- 
ileges. Pe.'haps there has scarcely ever been 
an Assembly without a protest being entered 
on its records, aod every year the proceedings 
of this venerable body pass in review hefors 
the Synods and Presbyteries to call forth an 
expression of their views, and to receive their 
intelligent sanction or their reapecifal dlHsent. 
Jt would be idle, therefore, for roe to estsibUsU a 



proposition which is self-evident to every mem- 
ber of this Assembly. 

i puss, then, to a oonsldPTntion of tbe last 
queatisn: Is the protest eonuii>.ed in the Te- 
claration and Testimony, and adopted by the 
Presbytery of IrfiuJsville, presented in a spirit 
and form jastified by the necessities of the 
case ? Mr. Moderator, in answer lo this inquiry, 
it might be sufficient to statethat we all listened 
attentively to the lengthy report of the commit- 
tee on this villiSed document. 1' hat committee 
had It long- under consideration, and doubtless 
searched it carehlly and aDxlously to discover 
every objectionable expression which it might 
coninlD, And what did they JInd? Nothing, 
notbinft, sir, after theirlaborious research, thiit 
can be fairly construed Into disrespect to this 
venerable Aaaembly. It may be owing to my 
ignorance ot tbe " fatal Impostare and force of 
word"," or njy want of a r^ned and cnltivated 
literary taste, but I confess i cannot see any 
renson for all this uproar about the violent lan- 
guage employed in the paper was before tbe house. 
Gentlemen may rave and rage as they denounce 
Its fierce and vituperative style, and invoke the 
hot thunderbolts of hell to strikr^ us dumb and 
to strike us dead, but they will come much 
nearer to something that la tangible when they 
are kind enough to point out the expressions 
that are so disrespectful as to justify our expul- 
sion tVom the Church, 

Itiaa remiU'kable fact that In a debate ex- 
tending throngh two weeks not even one 
speaker from tbe mnjority has touched tbe mer- 
iia of thegaeetion before the house, either by 
attempting to expose the UDSOundneaa of the 
principiea contained in the Oeclaration and 
testimony, or the impropriety of tbe language 
in which these principles are embodied. We 
havohad denunciation without measure, but 
not awovd of argament orprocf. I submit, sir, 
that the accusers of the Louisville Presbytery 
have utterly failed to mate out their case, even 
on the ground of disrespectful terms employed 
in.thepaper for which they have been arraigned

world. This Prpsbytery, therefore, expresses its 
firm determination not to investigate the civil 
relations of ministers and private Christiana;

The 
Synod of Missouri adopted by a vote of three to 
one a paper which condemns the action of ISiSS 
in terins as emphatic and explicit as these 
found in the Declaration and 'f estimony ; and 
the Synod of Kentucljy last fall passed a series 
of resolutions, the first of which, on a motion 
to adopt the whole, received the vote of Sev. E. 
J. Breckinridge, D. D., on a cal! of the ayea and 
noes, I will give the resolution that the As- 
sembly may perceive the amazing incon- 
sistency for those who have dragged the 
Louisville Presbytery to your bar : '''^The acts 
of the last General Assembly on overtures 
Hoe.* and T.aud resolution 4, on the report of 
the ^oard of Domestic Missions, in the judg- 
ment of this Synod are unwise, as tending i.o 
destroy ihe peace and harmony of the Church, 
and in some of their provisions unconstitutional 
and unaeriptural; and we indalge the hope 
and belief that the General Assembly in enlmer 
times will review and correct these Deliver- 
ances." And yet, Mr, Moderator, these same 
gentlemen have hurried the Louisville Presby- 
tery before you, and demand their Instant os- 
pulsion from the Church for saying precisely 
what they have said, to-wit : That the action of 
the Assembly was unwise, unconstitutional and 
unsoriptural, and hence of no binding force. 
Consisieney is indeed a Jewel, but I cannot RuA 
it in the prosecution or in the majority of tiiis 
hoHse,if either of the papers before uaisfinaliy 
passed. 

But iet me go to older records to show you 
how the Assembly was in the habit of dealing 
with jiidi calories and ministers who defied its 
authority and despised its institutions. It is 
a note worthy fact, Mr. Moderator, that the Prea - 
byteryof Chillicothe, which baa the honor of 
-having furoisbed this Assembly its presidii'g 
officer, refused to send Commissioners tjj the 
General Assembly on account of the esscindini^ 
'acts of 1337, and afterwards besaase the Assem- 
bly decUuRd tj) make slaveholdlng a term of 
membership. Itis a noteworthy fact that the 
same Presbytery so prominently represented 
here passed the folI0WlI^C resolution:

The 
amount of it Is, that the man who willfully vio- 
lates one of Qod's commanda will not hsaitate 
to defend himself by the violation of some other 
command; and frequently he will do itun 
disturbed by the consciottsness thiitheisadd 
ins sin to sin. A richer document, in both 
jM-oqf and iliastraUon of this, we have rarely 
aeeu than the report on, the subject of slavery 
adopted by the last General Assembly. It clear- 
ly proves the declaration of the advocates of 
universal liberty many years i^o, that the 
united wisdom of the higfieat judiciary ofttie 
Presbyterian Church canfiot defend slavehold- 
ine or any grosa violation of God's law witbjut 
uttering nonsense, or falsehood, or heresy, or 
blasphemy. Is it true that the highest court of 
the Presbyterian Church stands on the conces- 
sion that alavehoiders arenot tobedisciplinodi 
Cur object in this inquiry is not to convict the 
last Assembly of a breach of the ninth com- 
mandment. Sut we do wish to expose a slan- 
der, * » ardto call p,ntticular attention to 
the falsahood, abeurdity and moral filth, always 
and necessarily embodied in an apology for the 
Bin of slavery, even when it is car^lly pre- 
pared by a body compoaed of chosen delegates 
Irom every section of a large denomiuati''n." 
" A little stealing maSes a Presbyterian a thief 
—but steoliug largely makes Mm a saint" 

There, sir, to borrow the gentleman's owH 
chaste and classical Iangua"e, let him stick this, 
fealber in the tail of his judgment and appei^j-,,. 
again on the platform to thet^azeof his admir- 
ing friends. This man oould call the Assembly 
of 1S45 a thief and a liar, could charge it with 
littering nonsense, falsehood, heresy and bJas- 
pbemy, could pronounce its action full of'kS^' 
surdity and moral filth, and as bis reward i^ 
esalted to be tha recognized champion nnd^

8o it mrw toe in this instance, and the Pres- 
bytery of Louisville will probably be stricken 
down for doinepreoisely what others have been 
permitted to on with impunity. Nay; to put the 
case in a still olearer light, they will he sacri- 
ficed for openly saying wnat others over the en- 
tire land are aeoretly saying— for boldly taking 
the poaitzgn which others are ever;? whure clau- 
destinely isauming. Our brother from Fhlla- 
delpha (Dr. Boardman) pointedly declared this 
afternoon, that he did not helteve there were 
five men in the Aaasmbly wno irould refuse to 
ijidorae the principles act forth in the Declara- 
tion and Testimony, and is the Presbytery of

__ my judgment, the adoption of the paper pre- 
sented by the committee will be the wisest 
course that cao be pursued. 'Ihls will end the 
ooufliet at once; but mark my prediction, tha 
acceptance of the amendment offered by the 
gentleman from Kentuoty (Dr. Humphrey) or 
of the substitute offered bj the geatleman from 
Washingtou City (Dr. Gurley) will not brii^ 
peaoe to the agitated boaom of the Church. 

And yet, Mr. Moderator, strange as it may ap- 
pear to the Assembly, peaee is whit I moat eai'- 
nestly desire. To pnrcbase that peace, although 
the remark will no doubt call forth another 
sneer, I would cheerfully offer myself a victim 
to appease the insultod dignity of the body. I 
was taught at my mother^ knee to venerate the 
General Assembly of the tresbytertao^ Church 
next toniy God, and it waa certainly far from 
my design or wish to use unbecoming 
and disrespectful language towards this 
high Court of Jesus Christ, Show us 
that we are in the wrong, and most 
gladly and promptly will we retract our Deolar- 
ation and viUity oar TestimouT, but 
depend upon it, injustice and needless 
severity will not quiet the disturbed 
elements that threaten the stahitity 
of ourZioii. Wo may fall, but others will take 
up our cause and carry it forward to victory, if 
not soeedily, then surely at the appearing of 
our Lord. We bide onr time, and standing un- 
moved io the consciousness of right, are not 
here to ask for mercy, but to ask that ^ou, too, 
may do that which is right in view of the ac- 
count we mast all so soon reader in the day of 
judgment. 

Brethren, in arriving at your verdict concern-

ing the Louisville Presbj^ei'y, bear in mind 
tbat I am chiefly responsible for the Declara- 
tionaud TeBtimony. I did not write it, but I 
inaugnrated the movement whioh led to its 
pieparatioii and pablication, aud if, in so do- 
ing, 1 have disturbed the peace or retarded the 
prosperity of my beloved Churob, withhold not, 
Iprayyoa, tile blow which shall lay me pros- 
trate at your feet. 

When I read the auta of the Asaembiy of 
1866, for the first time in my life 1 was obliged 
to aEsume an attitude of resistance to the au- 
thority of this venerable body. Although dls- 
saiislled with the acts of the four preeediag Aa- 
aembliea, I looked upon them as plagne-spola 
tbat had appeared only on the walls, and fondly 
hoped tbat the diro iiifeotiou would not reach 
the deep fonudationij. But, sir, when theAs- 
tleDibiy of PittBbui^ had cloaed its sessions, 
iiothinij was left for me to do, escept to witb- 
draw from all connection with our ecclesiasti- 
cal courts, or to gird myself for the conftiot. 
Ihe former course I much preferred, and wae 
un the point of pursuing it when letters began 
to reach me from various quarters a rging co- 
operation in the attempt to reclaim tbe Assem- 
bly from its wanderings. 

Ihis attempt, so far, has signally failed, and 
nothing has come of it stive escitement, wrang- 
tiiig, and in all probability diTiston. We made 
the effort with downright earnestness, and per- 
liapa with too much rudeness, but we thought 
that we were josiilied by the pressing necessi- 
ty of tbe case, and iience were not over careful 
in the choice of the means to acocmpllBh oar 
ends. We might have been mure particalar in 
our selection of nice words, bat we really felt 
that there was no time to parley about delicate 
shades of meaning and courtly phraeeoli^y. 

Mr. Moderator, while listening, just be- 
fore tiie close of the alteruoon session, to the 
earnest and eloquent tones of tbo brother from 
Philadelphia, (Dr. i!oardinan,)my attention was 
called away by the sudden darkening of the 
windows. 1 looked npand saw a bkok volume 
of smoke roll heavily toward the aky and Che 
nexit moment heard the sharp, quick cry of fire, 
and the harried tramping of feet, and the rat- 
tjing; of the swift engines, as those who are set 
to guard our city against tbe destruotive ele- 
ment rushedforward to guenoh the angry Sames. 
i'hey went hastily, and, 1 suppose, rudely, for 
tliey co'-'ld not be very ceremonious while the 
tire was darting its red tongue above the roof 
that sheltered us. tIiub, sir, It was wiii the 
Declaration and Testimony men. They 



the beautiful temple in wMeh our fathers 
worshipped on lire, and with a loud shout 
they dasJied into the midst of the curling 
flames to save our holT place from ntter de- 
struction. Even granting that the danger was 
not so great as they apfjrebended, must they 
be deemed worthy of severe punishment for a 
mere excess of zeal in a righteous cause) If 
BO, they will receive the stroke not In anger, 
but in unutterable sadness, having, as their 
last conKolatiou, the sweat thought that Christ 
sits enthroned in undisturbed composure above 
all these tumultuouspassions of earth, and will 
surely vindicate His faithful followers at, J-Iis 
coming. What, meantime, is to be the result of 
all this strife, none can predict. Weonlyknow 
ibai there is One in heaven who will bring order 
out of oonfosion, making the wraih of man to 
praise Him, aud the remainder of wrath, re- 
straining by His almighty hand. 

A song which once stirred the heart of a na- 
tion and changed the destiny of an empire 
owed its origin to a storm.

After all, tlien, tbe stortu 
gave to the world a niighty and immortal song, 
;ind 1 can only pray that the tempest whieti is 
now heating upon our beloved Church ma^ sug- 
gest truths to some chosen servant ot 6od 
which will impart to tbe antbems of the re- 
deemed who are to come after us a loftier and 
sweeter rapture.

Though I liave been deeply iuterestod in the 
struggle in which your country hos been en- 
Hageil, and loot upon it as specially the great 
event in our world's hiaiory in this teutury, yet 
it will Bot be espeoteil of a stranger who has 
come to seek focratlier than to give mformation 
about your natioQalaffidrs, that ha should speak 
of American questions, I beliere that those 
who have done me (be honor and allowed me 
the privilege of addressine this venerable Ab- 
Hembiy will be more gratified if I give as ac- 
couiii of some of the coaiiets of Great Britain, 
which, tbough they have net been like jours, 
witb "garments rolled in blood," will notwith- 
statidicE issue in important practical re- 
Bults—poBBibly reaching be.vond my country in- 

In Great Britain we hear much about tbeBnoAD 
OnuBca. It is marked by certain featnres, so 
i,hat we oao dlBtinguisb the person who belongs 
to it, whether be professeB to do so or not. It 
appeared first in one particular branch of the 
Christian Churnh, but it has spread over other 
bodies, showing that there is a pre-dis^ition 
in oiirtimetooatob its peculiar spirit. It is found 
Inaootland aawellnsEngland. As yet we have 
iiot much of it in Ireland, bat with the influence 
exercised by theceatralizing London press, and 
the close intercourse between the tliree kiag- 
(loras, whatever prevails in the larger .country 
will be sure to find its vra^ to the others. In 
taese circumstances, thinking minds in every 
land would do well to consider tbe principle!?, 
temper and operations of this luauenilal, if not 
niimerons, religious party. 

In iookii^ to any system recommended to our 
tavorsblo coneidBration, we should of course 
iuquirewhethertherebeany evllinit,with the 
view of ftToiding it, but also whether there be 
any good in It, in order to accent and ^opt it. 

1 certHinly would not reckon it an evil in tbe 
Broad Cliureh, were it seeking, as its name might 
seem to imply, to bring the various sections of 
theChurchof Christ to a clearer undersiandiDg 
and tu B closer union. One of the 
signs of oar day is the breathinir o 
so many praying and loving Obri

branches oftbe oneCliurch. I am coovlneed, that 
sooner or later, these earnest desires and fer- 
veni prayers will realise the end they oontem- 
jilate, and be consummated in ahappy, if not 
incorporation, at least oo-operation, ■whioh will 
greatiy strengthen the canse of pure religion 
by combiuiag enei^les which are at present 
scattered, and exhibiting before the world the 
visible unity of tbe Kingdom of Christ. But I 
am not aware that the Broad Church is special- 
ly striving after a union of the evangelical 
ctnu'ches in the three kingdoms, on the contin- 
ent of Europe, in America, or throughoat the 
world. ] rauier think, that in this respect, it is 
a Narrow Church, aiming to combine only those 
who have imbibed its pecnliar spirit; rcjectiog 
what may seem to the Greeks as "foolishness;" 
relishing only what is elegant or academic; 
having little or no sympathy with the loss rHfl- 
ned, though it may be more zealous bodies 
whose speech "bewrayeth" them as showing that 
they come from the provincial Galilee, and are 
not natives of the cburchly Jadea. 

But a heavier charge can be broiKht against 
this new system, or rather spirit. Its avowed 
aim is tu blunt the sharpness of some of the 
doctrines and precepts proolaimed in the 
Churches of the three kii^doms. But in carry- 
ing out its purposes, it has deprived these of 
their point and edge, so that they are no longer 
"quick and powerlul and sharper than any two- 
edged sword, piercing even to t3ie dividing 
asunder of the soul and spirit." 

As to the Bible itself, its language is ali7ays 
hesitating, often doubtful. It acknowledges 
that tbeliible is in some sense the word of God, 
but it does not profess to yield obedience to it 
as a rule of faith and morals ; it would receive 
only so much as is veriflad by reason and hu- 
man sentiment, and if it does not ryect, 
it at least sets aside, or overlooks other 
doctrines or precepts. It is to be admit- 
ted in its behalf, that it allots a high place to 
certain truths of Scripture. It delights to exhi- 
bit the purity, the elevation, and the love of the 
Divine Being. It acknowledges fully the Deity 
of J^Hs Christ,— though sometimes it seems to 
found it on doubtful philosophical specnlations, 
rather than on the writteii' word— and it dwells 
with rapture on tbe lovelier features of his cha- 
racter. But on the other hand it seeks to lower 
and to modify the doctrine of the atonement made 
by Jesus Christ for transgression. Indeed the 
view which it accepts and presents of sin seems 
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torn 

plute its exoeediiig sinlulDeBs, as a violatiuu ui 
lliat lnwof God. iviioli is Jiotyjust; undgooa. 
Tun cuusequonue is tbat it Boarcely sees ihe 
need of au atoneweat, aiid it does aot a;(ipre- 
tiate Ujc depth of meitDiDg in the Old Teatuinent 
tiaGrifices, »iid it) ibe strong ianguBge of the 
Hew iettamunt, ss 10 JesiiB Bnii'eritij; in our 
room and stead. We hare bere a doctrine im- 
bedded both In the old dispenaatiou nod la tlie 
new. It ma; at times liare besQ put in au of- 
lensive form, br Tiilgiir minds. I'lie transactioB 
has iHieD represented as a cotnmerclai one' in 
wSioh the Father exacts a payment in a forbid- 
dingly rigid manuer, and the Son, of a gentler 
nature, gives the exacted payment ; whereas it 
is a CvbCl of love tLroughoat, of lore on the part 
of the Pather and (he Bpirit, as well as the Son ; 
the whole oiiginatiog uitheloveofli'ather, tjou 
and Holy Ghoet, and the Father giving the high- 
eat proof of his regard in giving the Mon freely 
to the death, and me Spirit consenting to enter 
these polluteii hearts ol ours. Bat the gross re- 
presentations often given must not tempt us to 
set aside or iu any way to change the all impot- 
tant truth, that it ie through the propitiutlou 
made tor oui sins by One who suffered what we 
should liave endured, that we have liberty 
III access to God, and receive pardon and 
peace and grace, »uid an answer to our prayers, 
and a moetuHss lor giory. The preacners to 
whom I refer are all right in reprtseDtins: the 
gift of Christ as an evidence i)f love, of supreme, 
unmatched, unspeakable love, bat then, w&y 
did thia loFB require one of the persons of the 
ever existing and everbiesaed Godhead, to 
bear such Borron\ shame and suffering, includ- 
ipg a hiding of God's countenance and an aw- 
ful forsaking on the part of the father tewards 
hisownBoul We cannot understand this nn- 
lesa we realize the full meaning of the declara- 
tions of Scripture— "wjio his own self bare our 
sins in his own body in the tree ;"— "for Christ 
also hath once suffered for our sins, the just for 
the unjust, that he might bring us to God." 
This doctrine is not, as has often been saidi a 
Bpeoulation of Anseun (who has undoubtedly 
given a beautiful exposition of it) bui aaa a 
place in the Church of God, since Abel of- 
fered in sacrifice in type of the coming Lamb of 
God. This doctrine, though it is to be accepted 
on the authority of Scriptare, had all along had 
a response, as our great ethioal writers have 
showu, in the natural conscience, which declares 
ib^it sin is of evil desert and demands pun- 
ishment, and is paciQed only whea it hears of 
iilm who "was wounded for our transgressions, 
who was bruised for our iuiquities." This as- 
pect has drawn the eyes of thousands ton'ard 
the Cross in all ages and should never be con- 
cealed or disguised. 

The Broad Church aclinowleiigesthe existence 
and the operation of the Spirit of God, making 
him work eveiywhere, in the heavens and in 
the earth, producing all that is grand, all chat 
is lovely iu inanimate nature, and in human 
character. In this respect, it bus the advanti^e 
ot certain sects of Chnatianity which have nar- 
rowed the work of this blessed Agent, the Beau- 
.tifier, the Purifier, the Comforter, so as to make 
Him the author of mere ecstatic Impulse, and 
shrieking terrors, and depressing fears, which 
Ciin serve no good purpose except as a mean to 
a bigber end, a meau of rousing ns from onr 
tomplaceucy, and making us seek eometliiug 



higher. But on the ether hand, those to whom 
I refer do not sufBeiently perceive anil avow- 
that beside what our old divines called the 
common operations of Ihe Spirit of God on all 
things, aou ouali men, there is need of a special 
WKi'lc to awid^en the sinner from his habitual 
lethargy, to convince him of sin, and to pro- 
due; a radical change in the heart, so as to 
bring it out of a state of alienation into a state 
of reconciliatiuii, oat of a state of durkuess into 
a state of marvellous IJghE. 

In regard to the precepts of the Divine Word, 
the tendency of the .svstem .is to soften what^ 
ever may seem harsh and unpleasant. It would 
not do away with the Sabhath, but it would les- 
sen some ot iU obligations, and lower its pecu- 
liH.r sacredness. Kow it may be that in former 
times, and even by some few in these times, the 
Sabbittb has been imposed and obserted m a 
FharLsaio temper and spirit, and made a dny of 
oppressive formal ceremonies instead of a day 
of rest and cheerful service— a day of gloom 
when it was meant to be a day of liveliness and 
holy joy. Bat on the other hand, it shonid ever 
be resoli'tely maintained that the Sabbath ia 
sauctioQed in the law of God ; that It has a 
place among the ten moral commandments; and 
that if we give up its divine obiigatioriS or 
detract from its sacredness, we shall have a 
greater difficulty In preserving its acknowledged 
jtdvontag^; and if we begin to turn it into a 
Hay of amusement we ai'e losiug sight of its 
original and holy intention; and the worfcino 
clevises will find in giving up the ground of 

Srinciple that they have an ever increasing dif- 
culty in defeurllng it even as a day of r< 
Rgiiinst tiie eiicroacnmeats of a — '-' 



The system does not regnire nor recommend 
any of those graces and virtues which imply 
self-denial or self-sacrifice, such as parting with 
all for Christ's sake, parting with self and self- 
rigliteousness. It would endeavor so to dress 
up religion as to remo'e the offence of the cross. 
But the attempt is vain, and must ever termi- 
nate In open failure. No doubt, when tliere Is 
samuch in our hearts aud iu the world to oppose 
spiritual religion we are not to odd to all this 
by raising up further offences. But as long as 
onr nature is what it is, and uui' religion is 
what it is, as long as there is a carnal nature to 
resist the entrance of a purifying spirit, we can 
nevei' do away with the offence of the cross. 
Sin has polluted our souls, and the defllemeDt 
cannot be covered except by blood. And that 
blood spat mnst remain to remind us of our sin 
and Uie way of salvation. In theOld'i'estament 
almost all things were purified by blood, to 
remind the worshippsrs that "without shed- 
ding of blood there is no remission." 
In the New Testament, the grand oly'ect pre- 
sented is Jesus Christ suspended on the cross. 
It is never to be forgotten that we are followers 
of a crucified redeemer, and that if any man 
would follow Christ, he must take up his cross 
and follow him. In heaven itself the saint be- 
holds a "lamb as it had been stain" in the very 
midst of the throne of God. With snch a view 
before hiiu, no sinner need despair, for that lamb 
was slain for sinners ; and with such a view no 
saint dare be proud or presumptuons, for It is 
through the sufferings of that Lamb of God that 
the saint has attained his privileges. The ob- 
ject is represented as in the very midst of the 
throne of God, that man may never look up to 
haavou without seeing it ; and that the saint on 
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eartli may join tVie flaint in heaven, in ascribing 
the e\oTy of tbeir EalTnliou to Him that sitteth 
on the throne, and to the Lamb that was slain. 

Opposed to tJiB EbojU) Chfboh is what we 
m'jy call the NiHHOTf Chuhoh. Tbese two repel 
cath other, and each drives the other away 
farther irom tbe centre. 'I'he Broad Church be- 
comes brooder iiad lighter as it is blown away 
from tbeKavrow Chureli, and tUe NarrowChurdi 
bcGames more shrank alid sbrivelled out oi a 
terror of being caught in the folds of the Broad 
Clnireh. The fault of the Karrow Church consists 
KKsentially iti its being incapable of eompre- 
hcniling the greab breadth, ot appreciating tbe 
i'ull love of the religion of JesnsChrisb. This 
init^ sometimes arlee merely from ita parttzans 
Iiaving received little or no liberal education 
to expand their minds ; aud at other times from 
their being beset with a narrowness of intellect; 
ill such cases we can excuse the persons— an- 
luss, indeed, they become what they are often 
teriipteii to do, censoriona of others who can 
lake a wider and amore loving view than they. 
Bai it springs most commonly not ftom mere 
unfavorahlB ciroumatanoeB, or a defect of na- 
tural gift, bat from tbe culpable narrowness of 
heart, which will not allow itself to be enlarged 
by Ihc full influence of christian love. 

It may display itself in a variety of ways. 
First, BO far as the Sorlntures are concerned, it 
may loot upon them as a mere charm. 1 knew 
a person who was required by her officB to sa- 
giige in what sbe believed to be sinful work ; 
but in order, as she tolo me, to ward off the dis- 
pJeuBure of God, she alwaya carried aBible with 
her when so employed ; as if the Bible she car- 
ried had not condemned bcr. There are some 
who woald not go so far as this, who yet look 
upon the Bible as having aonie virtue to do 
them good, apart altogether from thetr catching 
the spirit of Its truths, 'fhera are some, i fear 
who read their passage of a morning merely as 
a perfunctory duty, but who never think of do- 
ing with it, as they do with their breakfast, 
that is feeding upon it and digesting it for nour- 
ishment. We have been accused of worship- 
Sicg thB Bibla; but we worship not the Bible, 
ut the God who has revealed himself in the 
Bible, 

'liiere are ?ome who expeot fi'om the Bible 
nhat It does not profess to fnmisb. I suppose 
there is no one who expects the Scripl^ures to 
teaci) meu tUeir trades or professions. They 
convey a far more important and at tbe same 
time diMcnlt lesson. They show us the temper 
in which we should engage in our dail.f toll, a 
Kpirit of endarance, a spirit of thankfulness, a 
spirit of cheerfuljiHsa. Itey show as how to 
buyandsell andgetgain, and saffer loss ; not 
with the mere design of promoting our person^ 
and family aggrandizement, but in order there- 
by to promote the glory of God and do good, 
But just as the Bible does not inetrnct ns in tbe 
outward offleeaof the business of life, which we 
may learn otherwise by the faculties whioh 
Oou has given us, so there are other branches of 
knowledge which it does not profess to teach 
us, such as the arts and sciences, aud the gener- 
al histoiy of nations, ■ which are to be 
learned in tbe proper exercise of our natural 
iiowers, and by observation and industry. It 
has indetd a special lesson to give in regard to 
ijuch uaiEuils; hut it is to condaot them in a 
truih-loving spirit, accepting the facts whaCover 
tijey are, and in a devout temper, giving to God 
the glory of his works. 

Science must be allowed to prosecute its own 



ends, that is the discovery of the laws according 
to which God carries on his works, in its owu 
way — that is by observalion and experiment. 
When it does so, it can discover nothing bat 
truth, and Ihe truth will always glorify Sod. 
'i'rae, there will be professedly sclentiac men 
rising up from time to time, who will inflate 
tbeir (heoriesfar beyond their lactaj (hesemnst 
be met, not by religious deannoiatlons, but hy 
a better, that is a more aconratc science. What 
a host of rash speculations as to the origin of 
new species of plants andvanimals hive been 
put to flight by tbe extensive and careful obeer- 
vaciona uf M. Pasteur, of Puris. It is now ad- 
mitted ou all hands that there is no sach thing 
in the present operations of nature as spontun- 
eoas generation, that is the generation of ani- 
mate beii^a out of iuauimate. But then it was 
maintaliLed by some who pleaded observatiou 
in their favor, that out of putrescent matter of 
our poeis, tilled with decayed organic matter, 
you could produce animala or planta without a 
seed or geim or a parent after their kind. Bnt 
it has been shown within the last year or two, 
by the great natarullst whom I have named, that 
ii you allow htm to take the proper steps for 
securing that there bo no germs, or to destroy 
them if they exist, no living creature will ap- 
pear, I adduce this as an exampieof the way 
in which science, proceeding ou a sure method, 
ever reetiSas ita own errors, or rather the er- 
rors of its adherents. IJome of Its U'uthB may 
seem, at first sight, opposed to the Scriptures, 
bnt in the end it will turn out that we have 
misread the Word or misread the facts. There 
may be times when It is impossible to effect a 
reconciliation ; but then it is equally true, that 
there are times when one part of true science 
cannot he reconciled with another. The Church 
of Eome thought that the doctiine of Galileo as 
to tbe earth's moving, endangered the authority 
of revelation ; but every one is ri ,w couvluced 
that this truth, while it has widened our views 
of God's works, has lef i the word of God where 
it found it, 8o will it be, I venture to say, 
with those geological discoveries which are a- 
lurming timid believers; aodareaoolaimcl with 
shouts of triumph byinfldels. There arejjoiiits 
of difficulty in Scripture, on whichilscieaoe has 
thrown acme light. It used to be an otdeotion 
to the record tn the first chapter of Genesis, 
that it represented light as being created at au 
early date before there were days ; and the aun 
and moon as being created ou the tburth day. 
What can be more absurd, it was urged, than to 
make light, and even day aud night before the 
appearance of sun or moon. But uow we find 
Sir John Herscbell declaring that light is inti- 
mately connected with the essential, nature of 
matter. It now appears too, acGordlng to the 
highest scientiAo authorliies od this particular 
Butn'ect, that our earth must have had days aQil 
nights, and been covered with plants and sup- 
plied with heat before our snn existed in his 
present etate or fulfilled his present fnnc- 
tiona. In adducing this case, X do by no 
means assert that this reconciliation may 
be the ultimate one. I advance it as a possible 
one, and as ahowing how ditflcnlties which at 
first seem formidable, may he removed by the 
progress offcnowledge. ioaomepoiniB weaeea 
curious correspondence between the flrst book 
of Oeneaia and geology. They agree in this that 
God did not fashion the earth, as it now exists, 
at once, and that there were stages in the Di- 
vine workmanship. They botii teli us that there 
was an orderly progression from the tower to the 
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higher, from the ioauiraatG to the aEimate, ftom 
the plant to the unlmii], t^om the inferior ani- 
lUiil to the Buperior. Both agree in this IJiat 
raiin appeared oa tbe Earth only at a compara- 
tively late period. So far the two correiitond, 
ami we are onconragecl to cherish the hope liat 
when thetrutba ofsoieoce are filially adjusted 
— whioh they are far from being at this preeeut 
time— they may help ub to understand that first 
obapter of Genesis more clearly than the narrow 
theoliigiana of former times did, when they pre- 
maturely drew from it a complete cosmogony. 
To turn tn a different topio. Thatman be- 
longs to the K^iTow Church, and deserves to be 
called oa exclusive chnrehman to whattFer Beet 
be may be attaetied, who loots upon the Church 
as consiatingouly of those who bear office in 
ii.suchas ininist^^v^ and presbyters, members 
of ecolesinaticnl courts, ministers, eldera and 
deacons. The Church invisible consists of all 
who believe in Christ and are united to him. 
The Church viaible oonsista of all who pr"'""" 
their faith in Christ and live consistently 

their prof esElouH, in the use of lie sacran 

aniitfieotlier oroinances of God's appointment. 
All of these have high privileges secured to 
l.hem, and have important duties to discharge, 
it oeitiinly does not prove any one to bolou!; to 
tlie Narrow Church that he lovea his own de- 
lioiuination, thab he strives to advance its in- 
terests by his own ooatributions, his exertions 
aud his prayers, and to have its sphere of infla- 
encH widened for grad. But be is a member of 
the Narrow Ohurch, with wiiatever sect, large 
or small, he may be connected, when he looks 
ou his own denomJnatloB as constituting &e 
Church of God ; when he uuehurcbca nil other 
churches; nay, when he refuses to aekiiowledge 
that there are othersheep who arc not of hisfoM; 
when be shuts himEelf up within the narrow 
precincts of his own communion and declinea 
to loot oa the thtugB of others to see if there be 
auythiog good or imitable In them; when he 
prays for no oiher body of Christians tban his 
own ; aay, when he neglects to read about ihe 
misssionai'v exertions at home and tthroad, of 
oiher religious oreanizations seelting to Chris- 
tianize the world. 'I believe in the Holy 
Calholie Church ' in a nobler sense than the ad 
iiereats of the Church of Eome do, '1 believe la 
the commuuiou of saints,' in the cniversal 
commuolou of saints on earth, as well as of 
ealats in heaven. A Chrlstiau cut oS frota the 
commanion ( 1 mean here outward communion) 
of the Ohurcb is not, as every one knows, in 
a Favorable iMiailion for advancinE in the Chris- 
tian life, for growing ia love. I believe that in 
lll:e manner, a Churob oat off from the commu- 
nion of the Churches of Christ Is in an equally 
unfavorable posltloa. It Is like a pool cut oif 
from living etreams ; apt to become dead aad 
stagnant, mantled all over with green envy and 
black pri^ud ice. The Christian Church, like the 
Christian man, should be lite a lake receiving 
fre5h streams from above, and giving them ont 
from beneath, to mingle with other streams aud 
to foster fertility as they flow far aud wide. 

1 hei'e is a narrowness and apartiailty exhib- 
I ted by many In tbo manner in which they treat 
the truths revealed ia the Word. Borne seize 
on a clause of Scripture, and without viewing 
it in its connections, or comparing It with other 
parts, they hasten to apply it to their immedi- 
ate purpose, i need aoaroely refer to those irho 
accept a part of what is revealed, and decline 
the rest. Thus there .ire Eome who will attend 



to nothing but the precepts of the Word. They 
relish, they say, the high morality of the Bible, 
especially of the New I'estament, and they often 
guotoit-B wise maxims, aud lis elevated senti- 
ments. But I ask aucb, have you kept these 
precepts which you protesa so to admire! If 
they.acknowiedse thai they havenot, which they 
will at once do, if they at all deal faithfully 
with themselves, tbea I ask boiv pardon and 
peitCB are to be had except iu the blood oi 
utouemcut, which is reveiiled as one cif the doc- 
trines of llie Word f I ask tJiem farther, what 
hope have tliey of being able to keep that law of 
God in time to come) 'fhrough their own 
strength or how ? The answer to this, if they 
give It hoDestly, will be that this can be seeurea 
only in one way, the way pointed out in ihe 
doctrines of God's Word, that is by the washing 
of regeneration, and renewing of the iJoly 
Ghost. 

Again, there are some who fondly fix 
on a few favorite doctrines, and pay 
regard to any otheifi. Perhaps 



theee doutrines are in tbemselvea all important 
such aa tlie depravity of man, Jastificatlou by 
.faiih, and the necessity of conyarsion. Tliese 
certainly lire about the most momeutcus truths 
contained in God's word. He who abandons 
them will find that he has left auoiher gospel 
which la not the Gospel. But there are other 
truths besides these la be attended to, and to be 
received in faith. Otherwise what can we make 
of lai^e portions of Bcriptui-e ) W those, for In- 
stance, which speak of the works of God and 
call on ns to admire them) Of those which il- 
lustrate Divine providence by the history of 
God's dealings towards his ancient Church! 
If wefail to catch the lesson whioh these narra- 
tives, and which the songs and parables leaeh us, 
the loss will assuredly be outs. For "all aorip- 
tureisgivenbyinspir^tionof God, and is proa- 
table for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness, that the mau 
of God may be perfect, thoroughly furnlBhed ua- 
to all works." 

At the other extreme there are those who 
value doctrine and notbins else, and very mnoh 
oFerloot the preceyta, or at least certain of the 
precepts, task these persons how they account 
lor the important place allotted the ten com- 
mandntents In the Boots of Moses, aud the con- 
tinually increasing prominence given to moral 
precepts In the writings of the prophets ? I ask 
them what they make of the Sermon on the 
Mount, the longest recorded discourse of our 
Lord, or those earnest injunctions to duty en- 
joined by the Apostles ia all (heir epistles ! 

Let us look for a minute or two at the stars 
in that constollatlon of graces, recommended in 
the passage I have chosen as a text. "Whatso- 
ever things are true": where we have a truth- 
Eeeklag, truth-loving, tcuth-eonl easing asd 
tmth-speating spirit enjoined. "Whatsoever 
things are honest"; meaning that which Is worthy 
of esteem and veneration Thy God aad by man. 
"Whatsoever things aie just"; referring to 
transactions between man and man. "Whatso- 
ever thInES are pure"; as o»poied to nnohiatlty 
of every kind. "''WbatBoeverthlngsarolovely"; 
<hat is, worthy oflove, fitted to call forth love, 
Alas, that there should be professing GhrlBtions, 
that there should be leal ChrisUans, who do not 
seem lovely. T'bere can indeed be no Christian 
without love, love to God, and love toman; but, 
alas, there are Christians who are without those 
amiabilities intemper, in conversatlcu and ia 
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ai;t.. wlilcli ate fitted to diffuse happiness, aoil to 
draw the aftections of othera toward u?. "Whiit- 
Boevei' things lire of good report": by whioh Is 
not meant that we shonld do whatever is fa- 
vored auii rpeommendecl by the world, but we 
sire to cultivate whatever is desetvedly well re- 
jiorted of. "If there be any virtue." The word 
nrtne oociira only three times in Scripture, it is 
rather a heathen phrase, but it is baptised in- 
to Christ, and thus made pure, denoting what- 
ever Is worthy of moral approval and commea- 
(laiion. "If Ihere be any praise": that is, de- 
serving ofprtuse. Combining those ia oue, we 
see how rich the cluster, how fitted to attract 
the eye. We see how best the Christian may re- 
commend reiigiou to those around him. He 
who elvM a cup of cold water to a fello w dtsoi- 
plo, is exeioiaing a virtue and will by no means 
iofe his reward. He who from the heart offers 
a genuine word of sympathy to one who suffers, 
to one who sorrows, is doing thatwhioh is love- 
ly. He who in all humility, as knowing that he 
himself is a sinner, is striving to restrain pre- 
vailiDg vices, or to make the world, or that, it 
may be, small portion of it wlti which he is con- 
nected, better than hefound it, isfuSfiiling these 
injunctions, and if he does secure the favor of 
men he at least deserves it. He who acts faith- 
fully and beaevolcallyas amaster orasamagis- 
trate, is falling in with the spirit of these pre- 
cepts, provided ia doing so heis swayed by love 
tomsnand love to God. He whofavors and 
Euppor^ a good society as a good institution, 
litWd to advance Christianity or to relieve suf- 
fering, and spread happiness, or to elevate the 
monils, or the veiy latelligenee and tastes of 
the ceramunity, is doing tbat which is worthy 
of praises. We see how extensive and varied 
the meKUB by which Christians may adorn and 
reoouimend the doctriue of God our Savior. 

Such graces and virtues as these are gems 
worn by the Christian, more precious and more 
liazzlingthanthestoDOS an the breastplate of 
the bigh priest, and by their beauty aud bril- 
liancy theydrawtowM^B him the eyes of others. 
It is uie prominence given by the Broad Church 
to auoh precepts which ooDstitutes i is only ex- 
cellence. It is the neglect of them by the Nar- 
row Chnrch which constitutes its weakness; in 
attending very possibly to small matters of 
form as insigniflcftut as the payment of tythe, 
anise and cummin, they "have omitted the 
weightier matters 01 the law, judgment, mercy 
and faith." It is no reason for neglecting these 
exeellencies that heathens have so far exhibited 
them and that some of them may be practiced 
byperaons who mate no special profession of 
religion. On the contrary, this is rather area- 
son why Christians should pay a speoial regard 
to them, taial the men of the world will not re- 
spect our religion unless we present it to them 
with this ortiament. In respect of Uie virtues 
which the world respects, the Christian should 
see thatheisat least egualto them. If we neg- 
lect them it is certain i&at the men of the world 
i( other turn round upon 



the very heathen at the day of judgment 
rise up against ua and say, Were not we ?. . 
onearth better thanyou with all your know- 
ledge, and all your privileges aud your profes- 

It has been felt by many that there is a cour- 
age, an upeuness, and a manliness possessed oi 
Tallied by gther bodies of ChriBtianH, but nol 



praeljoed or valued inthe Evangelical Churches 
of a certain type. I believe it is a duty we owe 
Ifl Qod to cultivate M far na our position ad- 
mits, eveiy natural gift with which Qod has en- 
dowed us. I do not like the phrase '' muscular 
Christian it j"; (I find Professor liingsley dis- 
owns it;) but 1 have no objection to the com- 
mendation of muaeular exercise, provided 
the end be, not to expend a useless en- 
ergy on levity, or worldly amusements, but 
to strengthen the body to make it the fit min- 
ister of the active soul, I know that " bod- 
ily exercise proRteth little" In the worship 
of Goa,but it may profit much in promoting the 
health of that bodily frame which God has given 
us, in keeping it from falling under the influ- 
ence of sour and depressing humors, and secur- 
ing that we have snens eaita in. corpore sarto. 

These graces and virtues conatituie the 
flowers and the fruit of the Christian 
character. A professing Ciiristlau without 
■them is like a plant that never yields 
a blossom, that never comes to the seed 
to germinate other life; that ia he is an abortion, 
he has failed oftbeveiw end of his life. Some 
theologians recommend these graces as being 
simply a manifestation or exhibition (as they 
call it) of Christian faith. Hut this is a low and 
altogether an inadequate view. They are to be 
cultivated not as a mere exhibition and proof 
of aomothlntr else, but as in themselves excel- 
lent aud worihy, as belog in fact, at least some 
of them, among the highest perfections af 
the Christian character. What is it that 
makes Jesus Christ so dear to the believ- 
er, which so wins oar hearts and draws 
our remrd towards bimi Is it not the 
possession of these and such like qualities 1 
This it is that raises him so muohaboveour 
world, which makes ua feel that he has oome 
down from a higher region, that he walks our 
earth with the halo of a heavenly radiance. And 
is not the highest {(lory of the Christian, not 
simply that he believes on Christ — this is ne- 
cessary as a mean in order to a higher end ac- 
complished by the mean — but that he resem- 
bles Christ, being formed anew after his image, 
and living as he lived, and walking aa he 
walked, having the same mind that was also in 
Christ Jesus 1 

Not that in our admiration and approbation 
of these graces we are to forget that they need 
to be sustained and supported. Fii^t, the plants 
on which they grow as flowers and fruits, must 
be rooted and grounded in Christ, must In fact 
be grafted on him before the/ will live, flourish 
and bear such products. Without such a soil to 
feed them, and stock on which to grow, we 
should look invainforthehighergraces in these 
corrupt hearts of onra. Nor must we forget 
that these virtues are not independent of other' 
graces. The plant must have humility for its 
root, and faith as ite stem, and be watered by

The cocdnsion wa reach, isilhatw lire to 
hold by the old trnths which have been frumthe 
beginning. These appear in the oldest books oj 
the Bible, and in nearly every page of it from 
the commencement to the close. TTie readers'of 
the Word have seen them tiiere all along, and 
believers in every age have gratefully re- 
ceived them aud fed upon them, and 
been quickened and nourished by them. We 
are certainly not to defend any position w'jich 
we bellcTe to be indefensible ; the sooner we 
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abandoil tbe traditions wliieh haTe been added 
to the pnre truth of God the better. But oh tbe 
otlier baud it is foolish to expect tjiat we 
are tie least likely to gain the eoeuiy by sur- 
rendecing tvay portion of the truth. We al- 
ready Bee that those who give up "Mosea in the 
law," will immediately) attar they have done so, 
be asted to give rap the " Prophets," and in the 
eaS, all that is fiopernatural in the New Testa- 
meot. Tiiose who atiandon the Atonement will 
soon be tempted to paj't with the proper Deity 
of Jraas Ohi'ist, there being no very obvions 
reason, why one equal with the Father should 
assume our nature and die such a deafh, except 
that which is to be fouad in Die infinite evil of 
sin. Those who think they can preserve and 
defend the Sabbath while they allow that it is 
not of Divine eomniand, will soon be made to 
Bee that in these times, it will not continue to 
be respected, merely because it haa the authori- 
ty of the Church's command, and that in fact the 
portions snatohed from the harsh demands of 
8U0h taskmasters as trade, commerce, and lar 
feor, will he devoted to pleasures which do not 
elevate the soul in this life, or prepare 
it for a better. Those who think they can 
improve tlje ethics of the Bew Testament 
will soon find that they are in the fetters of a 
legal and self-righteous system, which brings 
no pardon for the past, and furnishes no suffi- 
cient motives for regeneration in the fature. 

But on IJie other haud let us labor to exhibit 
religion in all its loveliness, as Jesus himself 



Dreseiited it in the flesh. By iiil meaus, let us 
defend the ti'uth, the Bible and its characteris- 
tic doctrines, by such learning and logic as we 
can command. Let na pray that Qod would 
raise up in the Church, and more especially in 
the Sciiools of the Prophets, able and erudite 
men, fit to wrestle with those who are assaiUug 
Divine truth. £ut in the days when Jesus was 
on lie earth, it was by hia chai'acter, more than 
even (he "signs and wonders" whichhe wrought, 
that men's hearts were drawn towards hUn, 
And we may depend upon it, it ia by receiving 
lully and embodying the spirit of Jesus tbftt the 
Christian can most effectually recommend the 
religion of Josos to those prejudiced against it, 
and to the world in general. He who has at- 
tained this spirit in any measure is Ufeo the 
typal Moses when he came down from the 
Mount, after conversing with God; be may not 
know it (it is all the better that he does not 
know it, that he does not think about himself 
at all) but his face shines with tlie reltection of 
the light of Sod's countenance. It is thus that 
be is able to recommend reliifton to othecs— 
not so much because he may be consciously 
strlvitis to do so^aud thusput himself inforeed 
and affected attitudes, if not saying, at least 
lookin- as if he might say "Stand by, for I am 
holier than thou;" but unconsciously, because 
the light has been shilling upon him, and Is re- 
flected from off his character, and wherever he 
Sons, men take knowledge of him that be haa 
een with Jesus.

The order of the day was then taken up, and 
the report of the Trustees of the Cburch Erec- 
tion Fund was then read by Jesse W, Benedict 
Esq-, Secretary and Treasurer, of which the fol- 
lowing is an abstract. 

LOANS AND DONATIONS. 

During the year there have been received 
twenty applications for aid, amonnting to ST.- 
BBS ; Uiirteen of which were for Loans, amount- 
ing to £6,(iT5, and seven for Donations, amount- 
ing to 81,450. Ten of the applications for Loans 
were granted, amonntins to £4.675 i three 
amouniing to $1^0 were refused ; one of these 
required 2ie loan to bo made in gold ; by tlio 
other two it appeared that after obtaining the 
Loan the oongr^ation would not have the 
amount necessary to complete their building i 
they were informed that as soon as the deficien- 
cy should be provided for, their application 
iTOuld be granted. Fonrof the applications for 
Donations, amonnting to $160, were granted ; 
tbree amounting to $7oo were refused; one of 
these absolutely for the reason Uiat the aid re 
quired was for the pnrpuse of paying a debt 
which had been contracted in 1868 ; one as 
premature, it appearing fi'om the application 
that, after obtaining t&e required donation, tlie 
cocgr^ation would not have the amount requi- 
site to complete their building- They were in- 
tbrmed that as soon as tnis deficiency should 
be provided for their application would be 
granted. The other application for a donation 
was refused for the reason that it was not in 
due form, and the amount (S300) asked for ex- 
ceeded theamountlimitedbytheplanford na- 
tions. In one case, after the application for a 
donation had been granted, tne congregation 
retused to execute the bond and mortgage re- 
quired by the plan, and have not availed them- 
selves of iie grant. 

Those applications were from eleven synods, 
Sve from the synod of Missouri, three from the 
synod of Minnesota, two from each of the 
synods of New York and New Jersey, Illinois 
and Wisconsin, and one fi-ora eaciiof thesynods

Tiie last General Aaaemlily — 

Board to procure tlie written opinion of eminent 
legal counsel as to tlie powers of the Assembly 
in respect to the Chureli Erection Fnnd, es- 
pecially in reference to tLe questicn wbether 
liaving received this fnnd, "as a special trnat," 
and in 1654 coiuoiitted the custody thereof 
to a Board of Trustees, incorporated by a 
special statute of the State of New York, the As- 
aembly haa the power so to alter the Chnroh 
Election Plan a.& to make an absolnte gift of the 
iDcrsaae of the fand beyend the sum of 8100,000, 
for the purpose named in the first article of ihe 
plan, 'lie Board were directed to report snch 
opinions to this Assembly, wiUi the addition of 
any reoommendationa which, they might deem 
expedient. 

In eomplianoe with this direction of the Aa- 
semtily, the Board have obtained from three 
eminent counsel written opinions, wMch are 
herewith submitted. None of these gentlemen 
had any knowledge of the opinions of the oth- 
ers; in fact, neither was aware that any other 
opinion excepting his own had been or would 
be obtained. It will be seen that they differ in 
their views of the power of the Assembly over 
tlie fund, all freeing, however, in this: that 
the fund can never be used excepting for the 
objects set forth in the first article of the plan. 
I'he Board have carefully eonsidorpd these 
diverse opinions, and will only add that they 
trust that the time will never come when, for 
the purpose of judicially settling the powers of 
the General Afisembly over the fund, aresort 
shttll be had to law, the proverbial uncertainly 
of which has received a new illustration in the 
opinions herewith submitted to the Assembly. 
It is certain that the donors of the fund in- 
tended to inaugurate just such a scheme of 
beaevolence aa this, and thna far in ifei manage- 
ment the Board have not in any partlcnfar 
violated any of the principles contended for In 
these opinions ; and it certainly will be safe to 
continue to administer the fund substantially 
upon the same principles which have heretofore 
obtained, enlarging or diminishing the amount 
of loans and donations, and tbeir terms, aa the 
exigencies of the ooogregationr '- "-- -^'-' 
from time to time may require. 



In their report to thelastAseembiy the Board 
recommended amendments to the plan, increas- 
ing the amount of the loans to S160, aud of the 
donations to $800. It was greatly regretted by 
the Board that when these amendments came 
before tbe Assembly for their final action, it 
was found that the requisite number (two-thiriis 
of the enrolled members] were cot present. 

By the present plan loans are limited to $500 
for three years without iotereat (and in no case 
can exceed one-third of the amount contributed 
for the house and lot). Then the principal is 
required to he refnnded in four egual annual 
installments, interest attaching, in case of de- 
fault, on the whole amount during default. 



The Board now recommend that the plan be 
so altered that loans lo the amount of $750 (not 
exceeding, however, one third of the amount 
contributed for the house and lot) may be made 
for Sve years, without interest, to be then re- 
paid in BIX equal annual installments ; interest 
to attach as heretofore on defant Should this 
amendment be adopted, the Board believe that 
inorsased activity will begiven to the fund, and 
that the otjeet for which it was raised will be 
greatly advanced. The Board, therefore, recom- 
m^dthat Article SIV of the plan be so amended 
as to read as follows:

The amount loaned to any congregation shall 
never be more than one-third ot the amount 
contributed for the house and lot, nor ex- 
ceed the sum of 8750, nor shall the 
amount given to any congregation aa a dona- 
tion bo in any case more than $300, or ex- 
ceed Jne-fourth of the amount contributed 
for their house andlot: ncr shall aloan and a 
donation be made to the same congregation. 
The donations within the boundaries of any 
Synod shall nevei' be more than one-fourth of 
the amount appropriated to that ^nod. 

All loans shall be made on the following con- 
ditions: 

1. The principal shall be paid in alx equal 
annual installments, the first installment be- 
coming due in five years from the date of the 

2. If all the installments are punctually paid, 
no interest will be reqnired on any part of the 

8. In default of the payment of any install- 
ment, interest shall be reguired on the whole 
loan unpaid from the time of such default until 
such installment, with all the interest that may 
thus accrue, shall bepaid. 

Tbe condjtions ot^ all donations from this 
fund shall be, that, in case the church or congre- 
gation shall cease to be connected with the Gen- 
eral Assembij;. or their corporate existence shall 
cease, or their house of worship be alienated 
except for the building or purchase of a better 
house of worship, they shall refund to the Board 
the amount which they have so received wiOi 
inters! from the time of receiving it ; and far- 
ther, that every congregatioa receiving a dona- 
tion shall annually make a collection in aid of 
the fund, transmitting the same to the Treas- 
urer, until the amount so collected and paid 
over shall equal the sum received as a donation. 

"Hie fulfillment of the above conditions, in re- 
spect to both loans and donations, shall, in all 
cases, be secured by the bond of the trustees of 
the congregation, and a mortgage on tbeir honse 
and lot, made in favor of the iBoard; which 
bond aod mortgage, duly executed and record- 
ed, shall always be placed in the possession of 
the Board, before any money is paid over to the 
congr^ation." 

The Board also recommend that in Article 
XIII, in the 12ih and ISlb lines, the words, "A

default of appearance is not authorized, it is 
proper that tiie accused shonid have special no- 
tice of taking the testimony, though he may 
refuse to appear in answer to the citation. In 
fact, however, notice that the testimony will be 
taken is notice that the judicatory will go on 
with thetrial, for taking testimony is a part of 
trial, its first sti^e. Undue influences are there- 
fore drawn from the form of the notice ; it is 
supposed to indicate that the proceedings are 
to stay, when tJie testimony shall have been 
taken.

"To thJB eonehisioii an dejection has Rome- 
Umealieen nreed tbatj at first meutioa,seema to 
have some mansibllitj. It is, that trial of a 
person in ius absence, and tbe reodition of 
judgment against him, are in conflict with com- 
mon right aadjn9tloe;thateTenoviiMlnai courts 
in ytate goverumentB &o not try offenders in 
ti>eir absence, and that ecclesiaeticat courts 
ought to avoid ex pa/rte proceBdings. The 
objection aims less at the power of a ju- 
dicatory, fts reco![nized by the book ^ of 
discipline, than it doea at the policy 
of exeroifcing it. But it misapprenenda what 
ai-e acknowledged common right and justice, 
what are the proceedings of courts of law and 
equity in analogous oaaes, and what ntnej; pmie 
prooeedings. Nowhere is it held that a man 
may not deny bimaeif bis plainest rights. 
While he may not bo tried for an alleged 
iiifense without haTiDK an opportunity to be 
iieard, he has no just esaso to complain of a 
trial to which he has been summoned by ati'i- 
bunal having jurisdiction, and which he has 
persistentlyreiused toatteud. lu such a case, 
it is he who has thrown away Ilia own rights. 
They are not taken from Mm. This is a princi- 
ple universally recc^nized in courts of civil 
law and of equity, and such ooutts fro farther. 
'I'hey construe a refuaal to obey prooeaa reqnir- 
ici; an appearance as a auhstantiai cunfesaion 
of the complaint, and they render judgment 
iicoordingly. It is true State courts, having crim- 
inal Jurisdiction, do not tiy persons tor crimes 
and misdemeanors in their absence, Tbis is 
for two reasons. They bave power to compel 
attendance, wliicli ecclesiiratiaBl courts bave 
4>ot, and the i^uDishinenta they inflict affect the 
lil'e, tiie liberty or the property of tke convicted 
criminal. !n fact they coaoeru the life or the 
iilierty of the accused, for even if the penalty 
be only a fine, its payment is usually enforead 
by detention in custody until satisfaction be 
made. But ecclesiastical trilinnals can pro- 
iiounoe nojudgment that touches either the life, 
the liberty or the property of the accnsed. 
Their sentence are peculiar. Iudce3 it is as- 
serting a false analogy to aasimilate a trial be- 
Tore a chnrcb session to an indictment &aA trial 
in a criminal court. It hears a much stronger 
resemblance to proceedings very common in 
courts of law. In whicii members of a*^so elation s 
or corporations are called upon to respond for 
soma alleged breach of corporate dn^, lor which 
l.hey are liable to bo punished by the imposi- 
tion of penalUes, or oy a motion from mem- 
bei'sbip. In such cases, when the person 
summoned refuses to obey the mandate of 
the writ, courts proceed at once to die- 
TKiseot his case and render final judgment. No 
one ever supposed that by so doing injustice 
was done, or that any right of ilie accused was 
invaded. Much less can he complain who has 
been cited to answer an acciuiation ta:ken into 
jiiilloial cognizanceby a church judicatory, and 
who has contumaciously refused, to obey the ci- 
tation, if the tribunal jproceed to try the case, 
preanmiug nothing againBt him but contumacy 
from his refisal, bnt founding Its judgmnnt 
solely upon the testimony of witnesses. This 
objection, therefore, when esamined, seems to 



as the opinion of the committee, that the over- 
ture be answered by a declaration of the Assem- 
bly, that in the case proposed, the judicatory 
may proceed to trial and fiaaljudgment, as if 
the accused were present.

Perhaps it maybe proper forme, at theout^ 
set, to read to you some statiatics which I have 
prepared, that you may thereby gain some in- 
formation in regard to the church which I rep- 
resect. This chnrch had its existence from the

and government, and practice, we are closely 
identified with the larger bodies of Preabyte- 
riaus iu thia country.

We publish three week- 
ly religious pa])ers, one monthly periodical, 
and have a printingjiress in the city of Alex- 
andria in Igypt. We raised for all the boards 
last year SiBO,ooo. 

It maybe proper for me to state to the As- 
sembly that that portion of the Church which 1 
represeut,f eels that the great work of the Church 
orGod iu thia ^e is the work of missions. Time 
waa when it was necessary that the Church 
should aecnre an orthodox Creed, but those days 
are passed. The ^e of Creed making is gone, 
and now it seems to us that the great worit oi 
the Church of God is ta disseminate those prin- 
ciples which we have aecured, and scatter them 
far and wide. This we regard as pre-eminently 
the age of miasiona. Never waa the world so 
aecesBible before, never were there so many fa- 
cilities of doing God^ work, never did the 
Great Head of the Church caU us by His Provi- 
dence so loudly aa he is now doing to engase in 
Hia work. Se feeling, we are devoting all our 
enereies and powora to this great work of 
evajigelizing the world, in this country, and in 
foreign lands. 

We feel as though, for the aooomplishment of 
this great work, there should be increased unity 
and co-operation among all the followers of 
Christ. We desire, therefore, the inei'eaaed 
unity of the Church of the Living God. it 
seems toiti especially desirable from the fact 
that our own existence ia the reault of union ; 
we know, by our own experience, how pleasant 
it ia for brethren to dwell together in unity, 
and realizing thia blessed feeling among our- 
selves we hall with feelings of joy the efforts 
made in Great Britain, and iu thia country of 
the different parts of the Church of God, to- 
wards a closer union. 

Let me apeak to you on this sulgect freely~it 
lies very near my own heart. It is admitted 
generally that the Church is in an unnatural 
and divided state, and that these divisions are 
ainful and wicked. These things are generally 
admitted, but after all, how little do we feel it — 
how little do we feel in our very souls that 
these divisions are shameful and wicked, dis- 
honoring to Ood, and retarding the progress of 
the conversion of the world. If we raaliBed 
and felt it, we would laiwr more for it, and 
pray more for it. 

I apprehend, after all, the great difficulty in 
the way of perfect union, is not a matter of 
doctrine,bntit is in tbe aelflshness of our hearts 
— iu the natural selfishness of ouri hearts. 1 
have often noticed in the army that when regi- 
ments were to be consolidated, the trouble was 
not with the private soldiers, but the difficulty 
was to find places for the colonel, the major and 
the captains. So 1 think it ia to a great very 
extent in the church. 

Another fact. We are disposed to look too 
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touch, at the points alioiit which we differ, and 
not enough at ifm- poiais nbout which we are 
^reed. 

Let me ask you to think of these thmga. If 
our beloTed Savior prayed that the Church of 
God mifftt be one, should, this not be our 
prayer and our ^oi-t? May! not ask jou to 
diink of thsBB things, and may God speed the 
day when we shall look forth like an army witb 
banners, when "Ephraim aliall not envy Juda, 
and Judft BkaJI not vei Epliraim." 

We desire to cultivate the most fraternal re- 
lations with this body, and to be colaborers . 
with yon in the great work of preaching Christ, 
We dWire to congratulate yon on the noble and 
maoly position yon have taken aa a church on 
the great qneBtion of human freedom. [Ap- 
plauae-l Your voice has been clearly mavted, 
and well understood in this laud, and in the 
hour of our nation's conflict, when others have 
been unfaitdful, I have thaaked God that you 
have stood up as a church under the banner 
which adorns your church here to-day, Thsngh 
that banner has been oonaecrated with the blood 
of hundreds of thousands of pstriota, the con- 
flict is not yet over. 'XHere is yet a greatbattle 
to he fought by the pulpit and the press of this 
land. You have been faithful thas fai', and I 
trust you will fight it out on this line, if it 
should t^e yon until the millenium. God 
grant that your church may never recede from 
the coble position you have taken.

Minutes of last session read and approved. 

Reports were then called for ftom the dele- 
gates to corresponding bodies, and were read 
from the del^atos, to G. S. of the Cumberland 
Fresbyt. church; to Gen. Con. Congr^ntioniU 
church, Maine; the General Assooiation of H. 
II.; to tlieOen. Association of Mass.: and Pres- 
byt. and Congregational Con. of Wiaconain. 

These reports all testified to the fraternal oor- 
diatlly and Christian love with which the dele- 
gates had been received by the sever^ reli- 
gious bodies to which they had been aucredited. 

Dr. Hatfield Stated that there was an informal 
report by letter to a member, from tbe delegate 
to the General Association of Cooueutlcul^to tbe 
sanje purport as the other reports which bad 
been read. 

Delegates from corresponding bodies w 
then invited to adress the Assembly. 

Or. Hatfield read a letter Irom b, T. Howa d 
of the General Conference of Maine, in whi h 
after statli^ that it was an unexpected a 1 
grievous disappointment to him that he wusua 
able to visit St. Lonis during the session of til 
Assembly, he assured tbe Assembly that th 
Conference of Maine felt strengthened by th 
liannony which existed between the two Chur h- 
es in Christian doctrine and anti-slavery and 
loyal principles ; that they were disposed more 
than formerly to test the quesdon which of tbe 
Church polities is better calculated to win the 
world to Christ; that the membership of the 
(Jonferenee numbered a little less than 30,000 ; 
that its jnoreaeewaa hindered by the large num- 
bers who annually poor into the great West; 
there were 251 Charches, 192 ministers ; that 
Bowdoin collie at Brnnswiofc, graduated about 
SO students annually, and the Geological semi- 
nary at Bangor 15 ; that the Churches were at 
present blessed with a quickening influence of 
tlie Divine Spirit; that the Conference would 
cordially welcome a delegate from this body at 
tbe meeting In Bath.

my pleasure to read to my people an article of 
our creed, we believe the Western Association 
shorter catechism to be a good compendium of 
religious doctrine. Now I think jou will not 
consider ub very far gone iu heresy so long as 
we retain that in onr creed. And in this regard 
wedo not claim to be an exception to the Church- 
es of Hew lingland." 

The Rev. gentleman then adverted to the mis- 
sionary sriirlt which had been rife in the 
Churehea of Vermont, and New England gener- 
a.llv; and to tbe pleasure It e*'*'^ nim to meet 
his travels at the West, who

Wo 
love you, bietheren, because you have set forth 
unmistakably jour spirit as tbe spirit of li- 
berty, as the spirit of &eedom, as a law abiding 
and government loving Chui'ch, and could we of 
the tree Green Mountaia air do else than love 
thebodyplautingitsellou the Declaration which 
we have heard from you for the last few years 1 
We must love you. We hope to claim youi' re- 
gard In the fnture. We bid you as a Church re- 
forming intelligent body "go forth, occupy as 
Providence shall open to you— we never will 
envy — we never will try to supplant you ; if we 
can only labor with jou, we will almost be con- 
tent to follow after you, if God will speed you 
in the great work which devolves upon jou." 

The Moderator in response assured the dele- 
gate that it gave the A^embly the greatest plea- 
sure to receive the Christian salutation of his 
constituents in words so fitly spoken, and that 
the Assembly was very far from contemplating 
with disrespect or want of cordial aS^ection the 
Church he represented ; that New England was 
dear to all of this Assembly, who could almost 
all of them trace by a very short descent 
their origin in New England j alluded to Prof. 
Shedd in terms of great appreciation and Mend- 
ly regard ; expressed the thought that the two 
Chutflies loved each other the better because 
they had drawn a little apart, and requested the 
del^ate to retui'u to the breiheren he represent- 
ed the very kind Christian salutation of the Aa- 
eerably, and its desire for their utmost Ohrislian 
prosperity. 
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Dr. Hatfield tbenstatecl the Gontenis of a let- 
ter from Eev. Frederick Monod, witii regard to 
liie union, at theETaDgeliGalGbiiroh^of fratice, 
from whioh it appearM that the |jm« of meeting 
had been changed to Ootobsr SSth, ISSG ; a new 
and important step had been taken. 1«wM^e tJie 
separation between the Bvnngelistio and the 
Liberal parties in the established Frote»- 
taitt Chnrches. llie meeLings had lost tlieir 
pastoral and Christian chataclei', and had 
changed into exciting and nnprofitable dis- 
oussicng. They had pronounced their own dis- 
solution by a vote of 16a to EO, after which a 
new conference was intmediat^l;^ organised. 
The letter, after reference to aatiohal affairs, 
cloiiedwith thefollowiugsentlment:

Dear Chbistian Beethkbn; We take adTan- 
tage of the meeting of our General Aseembl/ 
at preeent conTened, to greet you cordially in 
the name of the Lord. We feel constrained te 
do iio in conse<jnence of the singularly momen- 
tMus character of recent events in joiir coun- 
try, and of their mighty influence on your re- 
spective churches. It may be premature to say- 
much, as the echoes of war have scarce yet died 
away, and the fature may he, in other ways, as 
eventful as tbese tour years of conflict ; but, 
without snticipating Providence, we have a 
plain Christian duty to discharge, in conse- 
quence of what falls ah'eady within the province 
ol history, 

" God has assuredly been speaking to yonr 
country by terrible things in righteousness. 
The plowshare of war haa gone deep into the 
soul of yonr people. You have been long fa- 
miliar with somes of bloodshed, such as the 
woi'ld never saw before, and we pray Go3, if 
consistent witli his holy will, it may never wit- 



ness again. Ent, even in this respect, tcood has 
come out of evil; tor the agony and ruin of 
war have opened up to yon many new fields of 
Christian philanthropy. We refer in particular 
to the work of your ' Christian Commission,' 
with its rich provision tor the temporal and 
spiritual wanfe of your soldiers and s^lors ; ■ 
and we hope that all churches shall profit by 
this noble exhibition of Christian love in a sin- 
gularly arduous and self saorificiiig sphere of 

"We have special pleasure in referring to the 
sympathy lately awakened on behalf of Amer- 
ica among all elaases in Britain, by the assassi- 
nation of your great and good President; and wo 
adore the Most lligh, who has thus turned one 
of the blackest crimes of our i^e into a means 
of softening down asperities 01 feeling, of cor- 
recting grave misundeTStandliigs, of tusiug the 
hearts ol nations in love, above all, of calling 
forth in full measure the prayers of Christ's 
people on this aide of the Atlantic on behalf ol' 
your sorelv-stricken land. We rejoice that 
your oonntry is to have rest from war, and that 
the rwtoration of peace is to be followed by the 
abolition of slavery. No words could better 
express our views than thrae of your lamented 
President, written in April, 1864: ' i 
claim not to have controlled events, but 
confess plainly that eventa have controlled me. 
IS0W, at the end of three years' stru^lc, the na- 
tion's conditiou Is not what either party, or 
anyman devised or expected. God alone can 
claim it. Whither it is tending seems plain. 
If God now wills the removal of a great wrong, 
and wills also that we of the North, as well as 
yooofthe South, shall pay f^rly for our complici- 
ty in that wrong, impartial history will find 
therein new causes to attest and revere the 
justice and goodness of Hod.' The divergence 
of sentiment and action formerly existing be- 
tween you and us as to this question thus ceases, 
and we give the glory to Him, who is righteous in 
all His ways and holy in all His works. As 
there is really nothing now to prevent a com- 
plete and cordial understanding between the 
British and the American Chinches, we take the 
earliest possible opportunity of giving utter- 
ance to this'convieflon and desire of our hearts. 
Our prayers shall rise with yours to the 
' throne of grace in asking for your 
rulers and your people all heavenly wis- 
dom in dealing with one of the weighti^t social 
problems ever presented to any country for 
solntion. We shall watch with the liveliest in- 
terest the future history of the negro race within 
your borders ; and you have our best wishes 
for the anccesB of everj- scheme bearing on their 
temporal er spiritual welfare. We are by no 
means forgetful of our former share of National 
guilt as to negi'o slavery, and it would ill be- 
- -'- 'udge you barshlv or unadvisedly.

a marked quickening of 
the public conscience— it gave our country 
a far higher Christian place among the nations, 
and it enabled all the churches toproclaim with 
fullness and sincerity the gospel of salvation 
through Him, who came to undo the heavy bur- 
dens and to bre!J[ every yoke. We have no 
doubt that your churches will be readv to fol- 
low where Providence now points the way. 
"As the General Aasombly of the Free Church 
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of Scotland, we have erer^ eause to reciprocate 
sentimenliB uf brotherly kindDess an4 charity 
tciwarda memliera of the saiue PreBbjteriaa 
f.imily with onraelves. We must all feel the 
necessity for closer fellowship betweea oburchea 
that have a commoD laaguage, a common an- 
cestry, a common faith. Presbyterianiam would 
tliereiiy become vastly more influential for good. 
1 1 would bnik more largely in the eye of Christen- 
dom and every section of oureccleBiastical eom-

We beg 1o add that the 
yreateat advantage would follow from the oc- 
casional visits of accredited dapntiea from 
your churdieB to us, and from us to yon. We 
have much Kt learn from your varied schemes 
ot Christian usefulness in dealing with a state 
of society so different from ours; and we 
know from the tratimocy of Dr. Ihiff and many 
otCiers, tbat in tho held of heathenism there are 
no missionaries of more truly apostolic spirit 
than those sent forUi by the ehurches of Ameri- 
ca. Yon on yonr part might also find it not 
unprofitable to study the working of Presbjte- 
riacism la Scotland, fragi'ant as cur beloved 
country is with the mffinories of the martyrs, 
and earnestly contending, as it still docs, for 
the faith once delivered to the Saints. We must 
not forget, however, that there are olier 
churches beyond the circle of Presbyterianism, 
witb which we desire to cultivate a spirit of 
concord, buS from the field of whose experience 
wo seek to gatber like precious fruit. Let us 
provoke one another to love and to good works. 
Let ns strive, as in the fire, to prevent at any 
subsequent time the pcsaimlity of estrange- 
ment between our respective nations. Let us 
pray that the same blessed spirit, poured down 



.n the efforts put- forth by Christ's peeple i- 
GreaC Britain and America. 

"And now, dear brethren, we beseech Hae God 
of all grace to overrnle these shakings of the 
nations for the ud building of thatj kingdom 
wliich cannot be moved ; and we atfsctionately 
commend you to Him who will give strength to 
His people, and wLo wi)l bless His people with 
peace.

Dr. Hatfield. I have the honor to move that 
this eommuuication be accepted, and that a re- 
spouse be prepared by a committee appointed 
by tbe Moderator, to be sent to the Pree Churcb 
of Scotland, and that this communication be 
printed in the appendix to tbe minutes of this 
Assembly. Adopted. 

Dr. Hatfield then read a oommani cation ft'om 
several members of the Free church of Scotland, 
introduciQE to American Ciiristiana Eev. Dr. 
McGosh, of Belfast, Ireland. Dr. Hatfield stated 
that James McCosh, L. L. D., was present, and 
called upon him to address the Assembly. 

The Assembly rose to receive Dr. McGosh as 
he ascended the platform. His address was 



marked with deep feeling and earnestness, and 
was listened to with profound attention and 
respect, and greeted with frequent applaase. 
He explained that he did not come officially as 
- delegate from anv ehnrch, but, wearied with 



there again, he felt a longing to spend his v: . 
tiou in Tisitingf some new country, that he 
might have a glimpse of the future that is be- 
fore the world. He had taken part with this 
great nation in its great struggle. In his little 
field of Influence, both as an author and 
speaker, he had declared his attachment to the 
cause, and had never for a moment donbted of 
oiir success. He was anxious to see the country 
engaged in the great work of reconstruction. 
Snch were the motives which Induced him to 
come to this country; tbut when it became 
known among his fMends that he was about to 
proceed to the United States, he received com- 
munication after communication, asking that 
he miuht accomplish another end. The Evsm- 
gelleal Alliance had a meeting for the special 
purpose, and enjoined upon him to say 
to American Christians how mnch it 
was desired, on account of that Alli- 
ance, that the American and Bridsh churches 
should be brought into a more thorough un- 
dei'standing and unity. His friends forwarded 
to him the letter which had been read. He had 
been received by the two bodies ihat have met 
in this place in a way altogether disproportion- 
ate to his position as an individual, but never- 
theless accepted it all because he knew it pro- 
ceeded from genuine and loving hearts, ana be- 
cause he regarded it as a declaration ot res- 
pectful feeling towards ihe British cbarches. 
He would take care to repeat this to the British 
Churches, and he knew the general body of 
tnem will receive it with joy. Declared that 
America and Great Brliaia werebonnd together 
bj strong bauds— were one in race, one in lib- 
erty, and one in the love of edncation, and es- 
pecially and above all, one in believing in one 
God and one Savior; that the Presbyterians in 
both countries were one In faith, discipline, and 
polity eeaerally. He referred to the troubles

4, That this Assembly appoint a Secretary, 
or agent, who shall be to this work what Iv. 
Kendall is to the Home Missionary work. 

Dr. Humphrey, chairman of the Committee 
on Church Erection, rose to explain how it 
happened that the report of the committee ap- 
peared inthe Democrat thismorning, though the 
Assembly had reooonsideredits vote to publish 
it. He said he found on consultation with the 
reporter of the Democrat, the reporterwas un- 
wililng to pledge himself ihat it should appear 
in the paper of Tuesday morning, unlras the 
report of the remainder of the proceeding 
were omitted, but norerthelesa thought that it 
might be done, though be was unwilling' to iabe 
theireaponsibility of gaying so ; that he (Dr. H.)

way. It had been tbe desire of the committee 
throughout to propose and bring forward to the 
Astembly such a plan as would secure the 

largest possible amount for the churches, and 
on such terms as would be most favorable to 
them. He stated that tbe plan placed no re- 
slriotion upon tbe trustees in loaning any 
amount whatever to any Church, if they 
considered in tlieir judgments as business 
men that the Church could afford to give good 
security for tbe money. He explained at length 
the difficulties that arose from churches con- 
tracting loans, both as it regarded the churches 

hemselves and the fund. 
Dr. Clarke opposed the plan aa reoommenaed 
hy the Committee. He claimed that this $100,- 
000 should, in the shortest possible time, be put 
into the form of churches, and not continued in 
the form of a fund ; that the churches of the 
£ast would respond to sll calls when once this 
amount was exhausted ; that of the $5,000 pro- 
posed to be expended eachyear, Missouri would 
receive two and a half per cent, and asked what 
kind of a provision that was for cbni'ch erec- 
tion in this great State ! Proposed that the 
whole amount should be loaned out to churches 
in average sums of ¥i,ooo for ten years, which 
would build at least eighty oburches within the 
next year, and, as the yearly installments be- 
came due and were paid, would build eight 

h rches each year thereafter

'I'lie unfinislied tmainesB of yesterday waa 
taken up. 

Eey. W. A. Niles apoke in support of the 
Churcti Erection Committee's report. He depre- 
cated any aiightiM allusions to tlie Chareh Erec- 
tion Fund, as if it had not cost saoriQcea and 
great labor, and waanot tie result of large liene- 
Yoleaeei and deprecated very much the position 
ttist some have taken, tliat it was better this fund 
were drowned in the depths of the sea. This 
fund had done too much for tbe Presbyterian 
Churoli— was anoblefund in its origin, and had 
been nobly administered, whatever may be said 
about it, because it had been administered 
strictly on the principles on which it had been 
established. He referred to the history of this 
fund, Uie dispoalliou of the donor"! of tbe fund 
towards tlie Western Churches | to bis 



Church Erection Pnnds in the land are but the 
result of this present fund, which was secured 
at great sacrifice, and had aided so many 
churches. He asked that this fund of SIOO.OOU 
should not be regarded as a small thing ; could 
not see why a Church should object to a perma- 
nent fund; claimed that circumstances bad 
changed, and it was desirable that there should 
be a great deal more money expended ^>y the 
PreslJo'terian Church for building sanctuaries. 

The speaker nest adverted to the ohiectiona 
which come up year by year to the administra- 
tions of this fund ; that the great olaeetion was 
to the loaning system ; that loaning had the ef- 
fect of estrannng the Churches; the dunning 
letters of the Secretary became so dist!«teful 
that he failed to get answers to them, and had to 
resort to writing to the postmasters as to the ex- 
istence of the (dinrches assisted and their con- 
ditions. Another otgection was to the small- 
ness of the amount either as a donation or a 

There were three distinct propositions hefore 
the Committee. TTie first proposition gave the 
whole fund away. It was said that Daniel Lord 
had givenitashis opinion that tbe money could 
be given away; other lawyers said you could 
not give it away, that the trustcea could not 
give it away upon the order of the General As- 
sembly without rendering themselves liable as 
such trastees, and it was understood that If such 
course were attempted, there would be applica- 
tions in tbe courts for injunctions, and conse- 
quently that plan was laid aside as impractica- 
ble. The next plan presented was the enlarged 
old plan^the recommendation of the Board of 
Trustees and of the standing committee of last 
year — hut this plan was a system of I an nd 
the cry from all sides was don't tou h t at all 
The Committee were urged to make a ad al 
change in the plan. Other denominat ns w 
gimiTig money to build churches, and t ma nta n 
its iiosition this Church must do so t The 
loaning system had proved afailur a d the 
next proposition, the one adopted lyth Com 
mittee, waa to ^to.

Dr.Humpbrey iDterrupted tbe speaker to say 
that tbe amount of money uncollected already, 
it was thonght, wonid not he legally con- 
strued as a part of the fund, but subject to gift. 

A member rose to ask information. 1 wish to 
ask if in the old plan the entire fund m^y not 
be loaned to the churches in sams of $5iJ0? and 
is not that Committee competent, Euiaording to 
their understanding of the term donation, to 
give the whole sum to tbe churches in sums of 

Moderator. If I understand the questions, I 
answer the first in the affirmative, an the se- 
cond in the negative. 

Mr. Hilea, continued to say that if the Cbnrcb 
would go to WDrk earnestly in tbe matter they 
could raise a sufficiently large snm of money in 
addition to the proceeds oi the fond to accom- 
rlisb the desired ends.

Here John A. Foot moved that a vote be taken 
upon this report of the committee at half past 
11 o'clock, and by an amendement to tbe motion 
speeches were limited to five minutes.

Bev. P. S. Van Nest offered a resolution as a

Hon. J. Allison stated that the resoln- 
tioQ was wholly impracticable ; that neither 
the General AssenU>ly, nor the Presbyterian, 
nor tbe State of Hew York, through its Ix^isla- 
fure, have a right to touch that fund in tbe 
manner propoaea, for any such action would he 
impairing the integrity of a trust. 

M . Benedict explained that tbe trust was Cro- 
at d by the resolutions of this Assembly, passed 

n 1 88, and that the Assembly having accepted 

the trust bythose resolutions, no power on earth 

Id alter it ; that tbe difficulty waa not in al- 

t ng the charter or altering the plan, but in 

mpairing the obligation of ike trust which ini- 
po d the necessity of retaining this as a per- 
manent fund ; that tiie difticnities experienced 
by the churches who had sought and reoeiyed 
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dseistance from the fund arose not so much 
from the plau aa from their disobedience of tlie 
regulations of the Assembly witb regard to 
this fund : th at the cburcbea which bad etriotly 
followed the regalatioEB had always been thank- 
ful for the BHsiBtauoe rendered, and those 
churches only were in trouble who had incurred 
large indebtedness in addition to their indebt- 
edness to this plan. 

At the request of thcAssembly, Mr, Benedict 
read the resolutions referred to m his remarks. 

The question whs put upon tbe substitute of 
Mr. Van Keat, and it was rejected. Eev. Henry 
Fowler thought that Western men were mista- 
ken in following the lead of Dr. Clarke of Buffa- 
lo, and deserted their rciffeeentatiTe on this 
floor, Dr. Humphrey of Chicago; thatlheCom- 
mitt«e on Church Erection had been constituted 
with special reference to the interests of the 
West; that the plan proposed by the committee 
WEB the best thinK that could be done ; that not 
550,000, but 1100,000, ought to be raised this 
year in the Chnrehea for Church erection ; called 
to mind the olnjection of Dr. Clarke that the 
Churches would not give aa long as this fund 
was unexpended, and asked if tlie permanent 
fund of the A. B. C, F. M., the Bible and Traot 
Societies were obstacles in the way uf collections 
for ibeae objecta ; was sure that Br. Clarke could 
take *IO,000 or JlOO.OOOout of tbe pockets of 
his people in Buffalo tor this oiaect, and if he 
would raise llO.oon in Buffalo, pledged another 
810,000 from Auburn, and was confident of an- 
other 110,000 j^om Bocbester. 

Mr. Hebard asked if the proposition^made by 
the Committee was understood by the trustee t 
be in harmony with the rwolutions juat read by 
Mr. Benedicts 

Mr. Benedict replied that there had be 
difi'erence of opinion among the trustees on th t 
point, but the legal opinion that had been gl 
declared the pian proposed to be in aecordEin 
with (he resolutions. 

Dr. Clarke, after reference to the poettu re- 
marks of Mr. Fowler, and to the experiment of 
raising a Church Erection Supplemental Fund 
last year, proposed, as an amendment to the 
Committee's report, the adoption of the recom- 
mendations of the Permanent Committee, made 
in its annual report, upon the tenth page 
of that rex)ort, with this modification, 
strikinfi! out fl'om Article iit, (already pub- 
lished,) the woras "nor exceed the sum of $750, 
nor shall the amount given to any congregation 
aa a donation be in any case more than $300." 

Mr. Allison reiterated the evils of the loan 
sytem of administering the fund: stated the ob- 

Iect of the committee to have been, while observ- 
Dg the resolutions of ISea, to get rid of this 
loan syst«m, which bas been the cause of all 
this discontent which baseomeup to this As- 
aembly, and which Is the only demon which it 
is neceasaiy for us to cast eut. When this ia 
done, and 6;^ means of the proper machinery 
this matter is laid before the Churohes, a sup- 
plemental f;Lnd can be raised. 

In tbe course of his remarks the speaker spoke 
feelingly against repudiat^ouj and the violation 
iif the trusts under which this fund exists, and 
named (he Assembly against following the sug- 
gestions to that end, at the same time looking 
and gesticulating towards Dr. Clarke. 



Dr. Clarke called the gentleman to order, and 
desired him to retract the charge that he 
(Dr. C.) had advocated repudiation or violation 
of any trust. 

Mr. Allison stated that he did not mean to 
impugn thft motives of Dr. Clarke or intimate

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the utterances of Kev. James OallaliBi', wlo fin- 
isliea his earthly career in St. Charles, of this 
Ktate, at an aimiversary in Cinclunati. He had 
^leen culled upon to make a home missionary 
speeeli, and closed his speech somewhat in thia 
stjle: It occurred to me lately to Btand at the 
confluence of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers. As I stood there I thought of the 8,000 
mites that the Missouri had come, ffom the 
Eocky Mountains, to that meeting of tbe watets. 
I thought of the 1,300 miles that llie Mississippi 
had come from the Worth to mingle its clearer 
waters with the more totbid stream of the Mis- 
souri. I thought of the 1,000 miles that the 
Ohio had come from the slopes of theAU^ha- 
nies to join this great meeting of waters, and 
the question came to my mind, "Shall this land 
he given up to Satan?" and raising his giaut 
form hesM.a, "I raised my hands to heaven, 
and said, lorA Jesus, all this land shall he 
thine. The Church will never give np a foot of 
it, until every fooli of it owns thy sway." 

This work must be done by the ministry. 
Preachersareneeded, until we have enough to 
cvEtngeiize the laud. 

The Lord has favored us with revivals, but 
thequestion comes, what will be the result of 
these revivals ? will they Increase the ministry 
largely! Fewer ministers came ont of the re- 
vival of W than we hoped for. ITie report men- 
tions that prayer waa necessary. The Savior 
gave hut one direction about the increase of the 
ministry, and that was, "when you need the 
ministry, go to God for It." A ministrytis 
needed that shall be ready, in the streugtii of 
God, to undergo any and every sacrifloe. 

The congregation should be taught to pray 
for this ohjeot. There is rarely a prayer for 
this object offered at a General Assembly, until 
thematt*r has been brought forward andui^ed 
upon it. When he commenced his work as Sec- 
retary, he was advised to confer with Dr. Van 
Eeusalaer.of the Old School Soard, and he said 
the Grst thing to be done was to get the people 
to pray. 

Thought that Satan had produced an extraor- 
dinary blindness of mind andhardaessof heart 
in their matter. Ko good cause had ever prevail- 
ed io the Church ajid received its prayers and 
confidence, which had not first received the 
coafldeace and lahors of the ministry. Out of 
ianDchurchesbut334had contributed during the 
last year. Some churches had begun to work 
well, and fallen awEiy, thus denying the Calvan- 
ietio doctrine of the'^perseverance of the swuts." 

Desired to call attention to the importance of 
giving due attention to the circulation af the 
Presbyterian Monthly; it had as yet but sooo 
subscribers — oi^ht to have 20,000. The Edaca- 
tijQal Manual ought to be widely distributed. 
Jt contained the whole plan of ministerial edu- 

■I here were some subjects that needed special 
preaching; one of them was the duty of a Christ- 
ian people to educate their sons. Young men 
were now a d^H tempted aw^ from the schools 
and coUeKca by busineesi another was the prin- 
ciples upon which young men should choose 
their profeBsionsforllfel Belated tbelnstanoe of a 
ministerin the State of Sew York, askingaweal- 
thy merchant and Chnrch member to educate 
his son for the ministry; the merchant replied, 
" There is a pen and ink and a chock; you may 
sit down and All upthat check with any amount 
you think ploper under S10,000, and you may 



have it forthe cause, hnt you must not ask me 
for my son ; I want to send him into finance." 

A young man came into his ofEoe, last winter, 
and handed him a recommendation from one 
of the Presbyteries, stating that he had jM»t re- 
ceived a note from his father, in which he refus- 
ed to fnrnish him any moie funds, though a 
member of the Church, and a man of abundant 
means, because the son had written him that it 
was his intention to go abroad and preach the 
Gospel to the beatheo. There was a growing 
tendency in this direction, and ministers must 
preaoh on these matters. 

Bev. J.'F. Kendall remarked that the Homo 
and Foreign Missionary Committees both com- 
plained of the want of meil. They musi be got 
from the Education Committee, and the IMuca- 
tion Committee make the same complaint. The 
men most come from the churches. Ministers 
and elders must take an Interest in this matter* 
He was r^oiced when the requests came in from 
Christian parents for the prayers of the Assem- , 
bty that their sons might be raised up to the 
Christian ministry. Aaother want was money. 
Though there might be money enough for the 
present number of men, there wasn't enough to 
educate the number of men needed ; was sur- 
prised to bear a brother say that he bad never 
taken a contribution for this cause in his pnl- 
pir. Enjoined upon the ministers and elders to 
so home with this cause in their hearts, and ask 
that [heir churches might give to this cause. 

The third want was a baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. It required the Holy Spirit in a young 
man's heart tu turn him iuio the ministry, when 
there were so many avenues open before him to 
make money. 

Mr. Scarritt tliought that the idea that 
the young minister must sacrifice 
so much, was brought too prominent- 
ly b«fore young men and their fathers. 
He told hispioyB it .■»..■

for le years been laboring on the border ; allud- 
ed to the troubles and diificulties to be met wiUi 
and which he had encountered, particularly du- 
ring the war ; that he only received a salary of 
Seoo— while laborers in the same community 
were receiving S2.50 Or $8.00 a d^. Did not 
wonder that young men were discouraged in 
view of such a life, yet for himself he prefer- 
red to labor in the West, in thisgreat valley raUi- 
er than in the East ; lUfirmed that half a dozen 
men were now needed in Kansas, and as many 
churches might be built in that State during 
the next year, with a little assistance from Uiis

ligious spirit and character of the nation. There 
must be educators in sufficient numbers, and of 
sufficient zeal to go wherever there were men to 
be educated in morals, and In religion. The 
great need of the Church was to raise up men 
for this emergency, to cariy on this work. That 
was the great thing to be accomplished. There 
was money enough— the money would come, 
just as soon as the channels were prepared for 
it. Did not believe in extemporized educators 
—there was need of the beat and wisest, the best 
trained men precisely in the van of the advance 
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of the civilization of our land. Believed tiattlie 
ministrr was and aivras would be a self saorifl- 
cing body of men — would uot have it otberwise. 
It was better for the Church and better foe the 
land tbat those who engage in this work should 
give up something of the riches and comforts 
of this life. Young men w)io are willing to en- 
ter upon the ministry should lie carried through 
their studies sioas not to be saddled with a debt 
when perad venture tney enter upon the work of 
preaching to a feeble Church and to be able to 
do that, the Theological Seminaries must be 
strengthened, 

Mr, Edwards adverted to the fact that tLere 
were many ohnrehes from which there were 
never any contrll)iitiona received, 'ITie reason 
was beoaose ths paBtors neglected to bring the 
matter before them; cited his ov(nChurch,which 
had had a pastor for seren years wbo never asked 
them for a contribution towards any object what- 
ever, alleging aa a teason that the Church was 
too feelile to do more thaii support itself. The 
rfsult was that the pastor's salary, about two 
years out of three, came out short, and the trus- 
tees had to make up the balance. At last he 
was induced to make the attempt, and the first 
year presented two oldeeta of oei 
the atteotion of the Oiurcb. Be o 
morning, and without any previous 
ment presented the subject of foreign missions, 
and collecied Sill, and a few montbs alter that 
presented the cause of borne missions, in the 
same way, and collected about $50, At the end 
of that year the minister's salary was paid in 
full and the Church fairly reorganized. For the 
last ;>ear the minister was paid $1200 for his 
services, which was sopplemeated with a cash 
donation of $300, and contributions taken for 
four of the boards, averaging from SW to $TS. 
He thought the'brotlier who got but S600 a year 
had never presented these objects of Christian 
benevolence to the Church to which he minis- 
tered, and imagined that that was the reason he 
was so poorly paid bimself. His Church had 
found that the more they did for tiieee great ob- 
jects the more they were able to do for them- 
selves, and he believed thatwould be found true 
always and everywhere. One-third of the min- 
isters were afraid to touch upon these subjects, 
for fearthatit would touch on their own sala- 
ries, but the fact wa*( that was the best way to 
raise their own salaries. 

Dr, Mattoon was in favor of adopting this 
report. Desired to go back a little farther 
in thismatter, lest when thejjieft this Assembly, 
where they had been sitting together tn 
heavenly places in Christ Jesus, they forget the 
vital points. Money would not buy the men, if 
there were no additions of converted young 
men to the churcbos. He called upon the min- 
isters and elders of the churches to go about 
among the families and prayerfully and

Dr. Paul stated that he had had considerable 
experience with young men, and knew the

poweraman could exert over a young man In 
tumisg his course in life. God had honored 
him in turning many a young man to Christ 
and the mioistry, and at so little trouble' that 
he had been perfectly astonished. Whenever 
we had a right motive and a right desire to 
work for Christ, Christ worked with us and met 
us half way. Jf the two hundred and thirteen, 
elders and ministers would only solemnly 
promise God that they, when they go home, 
would endeavor to turn some young man to 
Christ and the ministry, he thought they would 
have in a few months two hundred and thirteen 
young men ready i« enter into 'the ministry, 
and if they continued their prayers and efforts, 
they could have two hundred and thirteen more 
over and over again. 

Mr. Watterbury asked that there might be a 
division of the subjecis embraced in the report, 
that the resolution in regard to East Tennessee 
might be considered by itself. 

Mr. Tindall moved that the vote upon the 
adoption of the report be preceded by prayer. 
Carried. 

Dr. Mills offered prayer, after which the re- 
port was adopted, except the East Tennessee 
resolution. 

Dr. Curtis then read the resolution in regard 
io East Tennessee. 

Eev. Mr. Brown, of East Tennessee, addressed 
the Assembly at length iu regard to the situa- 
tion and prospects of his State, educationally 
and religiously; stating that before the war 
there were for^-three or forty-four ministers 
in the ^od of Tennessee, and at one time all 
the ministers were educated at Maryaville Col- 
lege. During the war that tnstitntion bad been 
broken up. The loyalty of East Tennessee was 
owing, in no small degree, to the iniluenoeof 
that institution. The ministers educated at 
that institution bad generally been loyal men, 
and bad exerted an Influence for good during 
this rebellion. He had ministered to two 
churches since 1S23, alternately, and with the 
exception of perhaps one individual in each 
church, there had been no sympathy with rebel- 
lion. [Applause.] They had been loyal men 
and loyal women, while other congregations in 
the vicinity, under the iufiuence and pastoral 
care of disloyal men, had been almost to a man 
disloyal. He remarked that the negroes were 
all anxious to obtain an education, not only for 
themselves, but for the children, and comment- 
ed upon the conaoientious piety of the negro 

ITietlmefor adjournment being near at hand, 
it was voted that the report of the Committee on 
the State of the Country be received at four 
o'clock this afternoon. 

After prayer the Assembly adjourned until 
afternoon.

Key. Mr. G. O. Ijttle believed the way to have 
books read was to circulate them by meaas of 
colporteurs. They had employed a colporteur In 
the Wabash Synod, guaranteeing him $S(iO, and 
thinkinz that they would have to contribute 
fii^O or tbat amount. He commenced on the 
first of January, and has now more than pud 
all Ms expenses. 

Dr. Hatfield inform ed the Assembly that Dr. 
Gui'ley ajid Judge Clark were present with the 
Assembly as Commissionewi from the Assembly 
ill session in the Second Presbyterian Church, 
and moved that tbey be received at one quarter 
after eleven o'clock. Carried. 

Rev. Mr. Bradtord considered the Presbyte- 
rian Monthly the moat valuable of all the pub- 
lications, and urged its extensive circulation. 
Stated that all the publications of the committee 
i;onld be obtained at No. 9 North Sixth street, 
in this city, at Mr. Mclntire's. 

Dr. Parsons borewitnMS to the avidity with 
whichthesebooks were readin his congregation, 
and to the manifestly good results growing out 
of their circulation. 

Dr. Clarke stated that having found in BuiTalo 
that the books of tUe committee were too far 
off tbey had already raised Sl,20Ci towards a 
fund to found a depository among themselves. 
Thoneht if this were done genetaliy in the Pres- 
byteries these books would be more wilhiu the 
reach of the people.

Bev. Ur. Hansom, of Hich.^s^oke of the great 
need existing In the Home Missionary Ohnrches 
for these publications ; the Congregatioos on 
the border were mixed congregations of differ- 
ent den omi nations, and several denominations 
were etrivins to get a footbold among them. 
Many of the preachers with whom they were 
brought in contact were without education, or 
without that education which Fresbytei^tans 
ooDSider necessary; they come and go, and 
many of them present their views and doctrines 
with a degree of plausibility whichia attractive, 
and often gain very much by misrepresenting 
the views and doctrines of tJie Presbyterians, 
Could they have a full supply of tracts and pub- 
lications of the eemmittee they would beagreat 
help in the work. The inSuence of the Presby- 
terian Monthly was vety much needed there. At- 
tributed the diftieulty m getting contributions 
from the peopte to a lack of intelligence among 
them in regard to these great interests. 

Dr. Parker alluded to a publication of the 
committee, "Bowen's Daily Meditations," as be- 
ing the best book for family devotions that he 
was acquainted with, and urged the necessity of 
religions German papers and periodicals ; con- 
sidered the use 01 tracts very advantageous in 
meeting points ofdoctrine raised from time to 
time by other denominations.

only our honored brother, who has just ad- 
dessed us, but that you yourself, (addressing 
Dr. Gurley), who have become known to us in 
connection with the conspicuous and honored 
position you lately held in the Capitol of this 
country, and more especially with the place you 
occupied during: the closing hours of our dear 
and martyred President, should have been made 
the commissioners on the part of our brethren 
of the other Assembly to bring to ns tbese salu- 
tations. 

All that you have said, dear brethren, in re- 
gard to our existing, eubstancial unitj^, in re- 
spect to doctrine and order, and the desirable- 
ness or closer union, resulting In a true and 
proper organic union between tbese bodies, 
finds a responpe, as yon already perceive,in the 
hearts of this Assembly. We know that it ia 
true, as you yourselves will be pleased to ac- 
knowledge, that this body is Presbyterian, and 
thoroughly so in ail respects, both as to its 
doctrine and order.

You have referred to the precious revivals of 
religion, with which your churches have been 
favored, and with which ours have been favored 
during the past year.

The committee to answer the letlflr addressed 
to our Church by the Free Church of Scotland, 
propose to the Aasembly the fellowlng reply ; 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United Slates, (N. S.) in session 
in the First Presbyterian Church in the city of 
St. Louis, Missouri, May B8tb, 1366, to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Free Church of Scotland, 
greeting : 

Dbab Bbbthhbn: The most welcome letter of 

Sour venerable Assembly bearing date Edin- 
argh. May BO lb, IS B 6, and subscribed by your 
Moderator, the &jv. JameaBegg,D.D.,has bean 
received by our Assembly with heart felt 
gratitude and approval. We warmly recipro- 
cate your affectionate Christian salutations, and 
respond with lively emotiona to your expres- 
sion of sympathy and conttdence, and toyo^^^ 
propoaals for a closer fellowship. Though sep- 
arated by a broad ocean, we are bound ti^ther 
by no ordinary ties. No Church of anotber land 
has a stroueer bold than yoniS' upon our love 
and honor. TTie one reformed faith is our com- 
mon heritage. We express that faith In ■ the 
same symbols; we have, in essence, the same 
Pr^byierian polity: and we ore equally en- 
gaged In kindred ETangelical labors at home 
and abroad. Tliere are also between as many 
ties of a common ancestry, and we venerate the 
names of your early reformers; our ministry 
aresllllinstructedby tbe reading of your great 
diTines; our faith is strengthened by the bright 
example of your heroic martyrs, who fought a 
good right for religious and civil liberty; and in 

?our special conflicts and sacrifices lor a fteo 
bureh.TOU have had, these twenty years, our 
and warmest sympathy. We honor 
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and tbe new testimony you lave gircn to the 
Helf-euataining power of the Christian Church, 
when coutending for its righteoua liberties. It 
is a good thing tbat the aaored fire kioctled by 
the old oovenanters is stillburning in the heart 
o!' Scotland, and that their flaming torches hiiTe 
been haoded down from sire to boh. In all 
these things, dear brethren, we rejoice aad will 
rejoice. 

It is then, with no ordinary satisfaction that 
we haye received your proposal for an inter- 
chunge of accredited depaties between our 
Churches, as occasion may serve. As you will 
see by an accompanying minute, this Assembly 
has unanimously resolved to appoint two suet 
depulaea to represent ns before your venerable 
Assembly in May, last. They will, in due time, 
be named and commissioned, and we bespeak 
for them a fraternal welcome. We also incite 
you to send deputies to our own Church, at its 
next session in tbe city of Eociiester, in the 
State of New Yorlt, May, 1857, assuring tbem a 
most cordial reception. 

We have this year been favored with an ad- 
liress made in your behalf by the Eev. James 
MGCosh,L.L. D., of Belfast, Ireland, who came 
to na witji ample testimonials from several of 
the honored miniatera of yonr Church. Already 
, known to ns by his elaborate and thougbtttil 
works, so important in relation to the great 
conflict between Cbristianity and some of the 
modern inSdelitj;, he hardly needed any exter- 
nal recommendation to insure him an attentive 
hearing. His eloquent and sympathetic words 
have drawn us to you by the cords of a common 
taith and love. 

The aympatJiyyou express in tlie calamities 
and sufferings brougbt upon "" ''^ """ -~o^T.t 
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venerated President Lincoln, a m 
cause of human l^eedom, and your n 

gratulations npon the abolition 
throughout our States, as well as y wise u 
gestions, derived in part from yon B h 
perience in respeotto the fotoro co di n 
the negro race, call for onrgrateM cog ti 
These things have weigbed, andstil weigh upo 
the mind and the conscience of h r(a n 
God has guided us by his wonder working 
rrovidenee, bringing good out of evil. He has 
sorely ohastised ns for our National sins, and 
we bow in penitence, yet in trust, beneath His 
mighty hand. He has indeed caused the wrath 
of mEin to promote Hia own high purposes 
of grace and wisdom, and in the 
dlfQoulties and perplexities that still beset our 
path, in the vast social and political, as well 
aa religious prsblems, that we are called upon 
to solve, we humbly invoke, and rely upon His 
wisdom and grace. Here, too, we feel assured 
that yonr prayers will mingle with ours. 

Ton say that ''the dive^ence of eentiment 
and action formerly between' ns, on the ques- 
tion of slavery, has cow beaded," and "as tnere 
is really nothing now to prevent a complete 
and cordial understanding between the' British 
and the American Churches, we take the eafli^t 
possible opportunity ofglvingutleranceiothiB 
conviction and desire of our hearts." We thank 
you for these words;we unite with you in the peti- 
tion for the removal of all estrangement and 
the eslabliahment, not only of our old, but even 
of a better and nearer friendship. And because 
of this our common wish and purpose, we are 
emboldened to say to you, with the utmost 
Christian frankness, as well aa atfection, ttiat 
during the progress of our recent and tecribk 



struggle for the very life of our nation, involv- 
ing as it did by a vital necessity the emonci' 
pation of the slaves.wehave at times been deeply 
pained and grieved by theapparent indifference 
of the British Churches to the great principles 
and the maniiest moral issues that were here 
at stake. From the beginning of the great re- 
bellion, our American Churches, as with one 
voice, proclaimed the real nature of the coa-

dom. Andwe shall ever more reg h n 
our darkest days, when we were n 

the throes of anew birth, and wh n p h 

would most have cheered our heai w had 
with few exceptions, such light encouragement 
from those so nearly allied to us in faith and in 
the fundamental principles of civil and 
religious liberty. But those dark hours 
are past, nevermore, we trust, to return, and we 
are glad that the clouds are dispersing, and the 
mists vanishing away, and that we are coming 
to see eye to eye, and to know better each others' 
hearts and minds. 

You allude to the interest with which you 
"shall wateh the future history of the negro race 
within oiu' borders." The views of this Assem- 
bly on some of the points herein involved are 
set forth in a declaration Just adopted on the 
state of the country, a copy of which will be sent 
to you. The fi'eedom of that unhappy and 
long-suffering race has been bought at a 
great price of blood aad treasure. Sla- 
very is now prohibited by an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. The civil rights of 
tbe frendmen have been secured by law. Other 
n will doubtless follow in due time.

1 seareelv need say a word in r^ard to 
our friend and brother, who has distinguished 
himself in his love for the Presbyterian Church, 
not only in his valuable labors for years past, 
but also in the expenditure which he has so 
freely subjeoted himBGlfto,in publishing bis 
Presbyterian Historical Almanac, and varions 
other matters pertaining to the welfare of Uie 
Churoh, andl propose we hear Mr. Wilson in re- 
gard to these propositions which he has to make 
to the Afisembly, and what he proposes to ao- 
complisU by Ms labors. 



Mr. Wilson, afler thanking the Assembly, 
stated that he hod issued a circuiar making 
inquiries to obtain tbe history of the Presbyte- 
rian Churohes thronghont the world. These cir- 
Cttlftrs would reach every Churoh, and from the 
magnitnda of the work he needed the active co- 
operatioQ of the ministers, tbe elders and 
the people, aa it must be evident that, 
in order t« place upon record a fall, 
reliable and well arranged history of 
every Presbyterian Chnrcli, reduced to one gen- 
eral pIan,claSBiiied byFresbyteries and Ky[iods, 
replete with atatisticH snggesiive and interest- 
ing. All intelligent Presbyterians must feel and 
manifest to a certain extent a personal interest 
in Its success. But this elTort.to obtain those 
histories upon such a large scali^ is only a fur- 
ther development of the idea that prompted me 
to begin the Presbyterian Historical Almanac, 
which I did anumber ofyeare ago. That work, 
comprehending within the limits of a large vol- 
ume the annual operations of the Presbyterian 
Church throiythout the world, commends itself 
to the earnest attention of the Church. I began 
because I felt that much of the dift'ereuce of 

pi ion existing in the Presbyterian Church 
a el^mthevrant of information about each 

th r, and this annaal volume proves that how- 

they may differ outwardly, in Uie Almauac 

th y are a unit. In practice they may 

b distinct as the billows ;" in the 
Almanac they are "one as the sea." 
A ray observation and experience increased, 
1 enlarged the plan of the work and introduced 
my Bi(^r»phical Department, in which Is re- 
corded the memories of all the Presbyterian 
ministers who die during the year. It has been 
a melancholy reflection upon the Church to 
think that at times it did seem as if the 
righteous died and no man took it to heart. I 
fult that it was wrong to let the grave rob us of 
all we hold most dear, and by placing upon tbe 
pages of the Almanac a full, impartial and 
faithful record of the lives of those whom God 
had called to enter upon the saints' everlasting 
rest, we could profit by their example, and it 
would be a source of gratiQoation to those who 
come after us. In a further expansion of the 
Almanac I included tablesien titled "He Cler- 
ical Becordof tbe Brethren," then the histories 
of the various Boards and Seminaries, and to 
render it still more effective as an element of 
power in the Church I introduced the Manse 
question and the Almanac is committed to the 
great plan of inducing tbe Churches to erect 
Manses, so that Presbyterian ministers will 
have comfortable homes for their families free 
of rent. As the work grew upon me I felt that 
the time had come when tbe histories of each 
Presbyterian Church ought to be recorded, and 
this labor, in wbiab 1 am engaged as a servant 
of theChurh, Ihope will meet with favor. If 
there are any persons in the Church who have 
any suggestions to make by which the ol^ecta 
of Uie Almanac can be fully carried out, they 
will have their views carefully considered ; ajid I

Mr. Wilson concluded by hoping that these 
efforts wonid awaUea that active corporation 
BO necessary to earry out the object ooatera- 
piated, and if Ihia appeal would meet with that 
result, then would, he feel that his visit to et. 
Louis had not been in vain. 

Eev. Dr. Kiies followed ia an earneat appeal 
to bis brethren, not only of tUe miuiatry, but 
tbe eldership. He bad supposed tbat from the 
liuown value of the woric that it had been as 
successful as it was meritorious. And he finds 
that such is not the case, and ia aatamed to own 
it. This ought not to bo so, ajid Presbyteries 
owed to themaelvea to austaiu au enterprlae so 
worthy and so useful. 

The Moderator, on putting the motion, asked 
the privilege of urgine upon his brethren tbe 
absolute necessity of giving such a circulation 
to tbe Almanac aa to place it above the fear of 
failure. He was somewhat familiar with Mr.Wil- 
son'a plans aud det^ls and he has beeci amazed 
at the extent of his lino wledfte on autuecta per- 
taining to the Preshytorisui Church; not only does 
bis Almanac put into tbe bands of its friends 
all that relates to lie current history of the 
"liatorlea of die seminaries, tbe 
ieceased brethren, the accounts

roughness of his elforta comprebendinK every 
conceivableitem of interest and value, neoessaiy 
for a, devclopement of his plans.
